For the Establishment of a Reformatory 
School for Chicago on an Kntirely New

Assistant Corporation Counsel Dupuy spent 
most of the afternoon yesterday in preparing 
an ordinance for the establishment ofa Re- 
formatory School for Chicago on an entirely 
new and novel plan. When completed, which 
will be probably before tomorrow afternoon, 
it will be revised by the Mayor and given to 
Ald. Cullerton, who will introduce it in the 
Council, 

The ordinance will provide for the erection 
of a building partly at the public expense and 
partly through the codperahon of benevyuient 
and charitable citizens. 

The building, according to the ordinance, 
will contain a police court, where all juvenile 
offenders shali be taken fortrial. There will 
be rooins in which to confine those offenders 
pending trial. Certain Justices will be desig- 
nated to conduct the inquiry. The age limit 
will be 15. Police officers will de forbidden 
by the ordinance to take the juveniles before 
any other courts. 

But the court will be the least part of the 
proposed building. The structure will con- 
tain a natatorium, which might perhaps be 
more appropriately described as a bath-room. 


When the juveniles are first brought to the

Department authorities today to ask assist- 
ance in keeping these Indians on their good 
behavior until their arrival at Fort Shetidan.

The Sheriff Attempted to Conceal Him, but 
Was Unsuccessful, 


Kansas Crry, Mo., March 12.—[{Special. ]— 


Lewis Gordon of this city was lynched at Car- 


rollton, Mo., tonight at 8:30 o’clock for the 
assault of Mrs. John Perriton near that place 
yesterday afternoon. Immediately after the 
crime a posse was organized, which scoured 
the woods thoroughly in search of the rapist. 
He was found in a cornfield early this morn- 
ing by an officer, who hurried him without 
the knowledge of the searchers to the county 
jail of Carroll County.

Mr. Du Puy was interrupted in the prepara- 
tion of the ordinance by ‘Ald, Cullerton, who 
calied upon him to prepare ordinances for the 
establishment of two additional police courts, 
one at Gad’s Hill (Twenty-second street and 
Blue Island avenue), and one near the World’s 
Fain grounds. Mr. Du, Puy explained the gen- 
eral outlines of his new ordinance, and Ald. 
Cullerton expressed approval of it. If we 
can get enough money from the philanthropic 
and the benevolent to erect and establish such 
a school,”’ said the Alderman from the Ninth 
Ward, “the city can well afford to maintain 
it. 

The Board of Management of the school 1s 
to be named partly by the Mayor and partly 
by the representatives of the subscribers to the 
fund for its establishment. 

The idea.“ said Mr. Du Puy, originated 
with Mr. Daniel, Superintendent of the 
Waifs’ Mission. Some parties have promised 
him funds for a building for the proposed 
reformatory to be erected in some central 
portion of the city, not more than ten blocks 
from the corner of Michigan avenue and Mad- 
ison street,’ as the ordinance provides. I 
think the Mayor and Supt. Crawford also ap- 
prove the scheme, which is in accard with the 
policy recently advocated by Tur Trisune 
for juvenile offenders, I think it is a great 
and worthy undertakmg and ought to be 
heartily indorsed and supported by the Coun- 
eil.“ 

The following is a copy of the preamble of 
the proposed ordinance: 

It is commonly understood that there are thou- 
sands of dependent children in the City of Chi- 
cago who are constantly being picked up by the 
police on petty charges. 

It is now universally conceded that to confine 
these children, a large percentage of whom are 
simply offenders and not criminals, in the cells 
with the most depraved of both sexes is certainly 
demoralizing and harmful, 

Men and women, often under the influence of 
liquor, who under these circumstances dre made 
companions, are frequently more anxious to cor- 
rupt youth and innucencée than they would be 
when in their sober senses. 

The language frequently heard in the cells of a 
police station at night, as well as day, is vile be 
yond description, and would bring the blush of 
shame to the cheeks of any but the most hard- 
ened. 

Children are frequently needed by the police as 
witnesses in criminal cases, and it is often found 
necessary to hold them for this purpose. 

There being no other place of safety provided 
by law they are confined in the police cells, some- 
times for several days ata time, subject to the 
evil influences of such places. 

Runaway boys (there are many now and more 
will come during the World's Fair) and destitute 
children have no other provision made for them 
unless sent by a magistrate to the Detention Hos- 
pital pending.their removal to some proper in- 
stitution. 

When these children are brought into court, it 
is in company with depraved and abandoned 
wretches, from whom common humanity demands 
they should be kept separate. 

The investigating magistrate, with a large 
docket to dispose of, has not the time at his com- 
mand necessary to investigate the charge@against 
the children. Here the in magistrate 
is in a dilemma. | 

The facts are these: If he holds the boy to 
make the proper investigation, under the present 
circumstances he cannot but do injustice to him. 

If he sends him to the bridewell he also does 
him great wrong. If, on the other hand, he sends 
him to the Detention Hospital he is also dtp 
ed to the same evil influen 
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day should be begun 
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T. E. Daniels, Superintendent of the Chica- 
go Waifs’ Mission, said last night of the ordi- 
nance which is to be introduced into the City 
Council Monday evening: 

“The three things for which the ordinance 
asks are a juvenile police court and place of 
detention, to be under the jurisdiction of the 
City Police Department, a free bath for 
the children, to be under the con- 
trol of the Health ‘Department, and 
a manual training school, to be 
under the supervision of the Board of Educa- 
tion. Chief McClaughry has evinced con- 
siderable interest in the matter, and to him is 
due the honor of suggesting the juvenile court. 
We have no ax to grind, and are prompted 
solely by our interest in the welfare of the un- 
fortunate children. We will have to move 
from our present quarters about May 1 on ac- 
count of changes that will be made in the 
building we now occupy. It became neces- 
sary, then, to introduce the ordinance as soon 
as possible, that we might know how to plan 
the work for our new building. ; 

We now have about 600 pledges from as 
many business and professional men in the 
city, who have promised to devote their in- 
come for from one to five days to the building 
fund. These pledges represent about $40,000, 
and when the sum of $50,000 is reached we 
shall feel warranted in beginning the work. 
But in addition to these pledges is the possi- 
bility that one man will put up the 
entire sum needed for the work 
contemplatéd. There is a very wealthy 
man whose name Iam not at liberty 
to mention, who has taken great interest in 
the enterprise, and Who may conclude at any 
time to complete the work himself. The 
ordinance will be introduced at the instance 
of the directors and Advisory Board of the 
mission and is a move that has long been con- 
templated. It is intended to locate the mis- 
sion at a central point in the business district 
of the city.”

The Other Part of the Law. 


The other part of the law is also much 
better than ours. In our law a child 
between the ages of 7 and 14 must go to 
school a part of each year, sixteen weeks, but 
this time may be di into two divisions of 
eight weeks each. We all know how almost 
useless such divided instruction would be, 
and how. im ible to enforce such a law. 
The child always has been or 1s going the few 
weeks necessary, He may learn nothing, but 
that makes no difference ; he will have been 
to school the necessary time. The English 
law, however, puts a premium on knowing 
something, makes that, and not the num- 
ber of weeks’ attendance, a standard for per- 
mission to work, Their law says: “A child 
between 5 ano 13 years of age must attend 
a certified, efficient school during the whole 
time for which such school is n. 

Exceptions: First A child between 10 
and 13 years of age 1s only required to attend 
a half if such chiid shall be shown to be 
benefici and necessarily employed and 
shall have received a certificate t it has 
passed the third grade. Second—“A child 
between 10 and 18 years of age is not required 
to attend school at all if such child shall have 
received a certificate that it has passed the 
sixth grade. 

The following are reasonable excuses for 
the non-attendance of a child at the public 
school: That the child is under efficient in- 
struction in some other manner. That the 
child is prevented from attending by sickness 
orsome other unavoidable cause. em- 
* of any child who ought to attend, but 

oes not attend, is liable to a severe penalty. 
Applied to the Illinois Law. 

How completely our law could be simplified 
if it was required that the child should 
have a certi that it had passed a certain 
grade in the public school, or done equivaient 
work in any other school. Four years of con- 
tinuous - ling would be worth ten of the 
intermittent work required by our law. Any 
parent knowing such a certificate t6 be neces- 
sary would make every effort to have the 
child attend regularly in his early years so as to 
obtain it, and thus be free to go to work. No 
offense need be given to any parochial school 
for the requirements being known, they could 
conform to them after their own inethods. All 
the present uncertainty as to time of attend- 
ance, all this useless watching would be done 
away with, It could be known at once in the 
case of any child, it he had passed the required 
grade, and. moreover, we should attain the 
end desired,-the assurance that every child had 
a knowledge of the three essentials. 

Moreover, having simplified the primary 
work in the schools, a gremium could be put 
on longer attendance by instituting in the 
next grade a simple form of manual training, 
drawing, German, if you will, and thera begin 
the course that may culminate in the high 
school. But do the needed work first. Give 
the 60,000 who must leave at 10 or 12 years of 
age what is absolutely essential to them for 
citizenship—a knowledge of reading, writing, 


and arithmetic. They should have this if to 
give it it were necessary to close every high 


school ana dispense with every special in- 
structor. 


Striking at the Causes. 


To recapitulate: It is of little use to estab- 
lish schools of any kind at the bridewell, to 
conduct waifa’ missions and kindred - chari- 
ties, while nothing is being done to re- 
move the causes which make children 
waifs and criminals. The gardener who 1s 
raising an orchard of young trees does not 
wait until they are all twisted and bent out 
of shape, and then Jaboriously try to straighten 
them. He sees that they have room to grow 
and are trained from the beginning of their 
growth. Children are like young trees. The 
right direction must be given in their young 
and impressionable years, for, hke the trees> 
if stunted and war then no amount of 
labor will make perfect afterwards. 
No truer old ‘maxim was ever taught than 
that As the twig is bent the tree is inclined,”’ 
and it is as true of the man as of the tree. 
So open the schools in all crowded localities 
to children of 3 or 4.

Loxpor, March 12:—Seven ‘men of the four- 
teen who sleptin the forecastie on the steamer | 
Navarro, which sailed from Boston for Lon- 
don Feb. 7, were found dead in their bunks 
the second worning out. These men are P. 
‘McCabe, J. McDonald, J. Bourke, William 
‘Smith, E. E. Perquin; and A. Ford, 
The men were busied at sea. Their seven com- 
| panions narrowiy escaped the same fate. 
The Navarro was ¢éomparatively a new 
steamer of 2,515 register, commanded by Capt. 
Goicoechea, It was loaded with 404 head of 
cattle and with general cargo consigned by 
Messrs, Furness, Withy & Co. of Boston to 
Messrs. Thomas Ronaldson & Co. of No. 34 
Leadenhall street, London. Iu addition to 
the crew the vessel carried fourteen cattlemen, 
one boss foreman, and two refrigerator men. 

The fourteen cattlemen slept in the fore- 
castle in rather close quarters, Cattlemen do 
not go aboard a ship as a rule in the soberest 
condition, and the first day at sea has general- 
ly a disquieting effect physically. The Na- 
varro’s cattlemen were of the ordinary varie- 
ty. The first night at sea came, the cattle 
were fed and bedded, and the cattlemen then 
sought the forecastle. The weather was cold, 
and stormy, the men tired and sleepy, and 
some one suggested that a fire be piled high 
with coal, This was done and some one else 
closed the portholes. None of the men no- 
ticed the lack of ventilation until too late. 
The quality of the coal on the Navarro was 
unutterably bad. 

One by one the men dopped to sleep, ‘aided

Thousands of Miners. Idle. 


The strike of the Midland and other colliery 
workers for the purpose of limiting the output 
and raising the price of coal began today. 
When to this wes added the strike of Durham 
miners for increased wages we have the 
stupendous total of 400,000 refusing tg, work. 
Since 1879 there have been five adwiiices of 
either 5 or 10 per cent in colliery wages, mak- 
ing a total of 35. In the face of this fact busi- 
néss is exceptionally poor, and the weather of 
unheard of severity. This disturbance makes 
people very angry, and the trouble will assume 
another form Monday, when the big fleet of 
vessels now on the way from Antwerp with 
Belgian coal shall arrive and be blocked by 
the refusal 6f the dock laborers to unload 
them. It is difficult to foresee more than that. 

The question of coal and the cow bination of 
trades unions thus play one another’s game 
against the consumers and promise to be an 
engrossing pic. It is the feeling all over 
England that during the coming week coal 
prices will rise; they are already unprece- 
dentedly high. They have not advanced 
further today, simply because a great number 
of industrial establishments in the North, 
which have been running for a month at no 
profit merely to give employment, have now 
damped theit fires and thus heavily reduced 
the demand for coal. 

Thanked Labouchere. , 

The London Times for the last few years 
has been conducted on such spitefully. one- 
sided lines that it amazes one to find it today 
editorially thanking Labouchere for the pains 
he took to secure the prosecution and punish- 
ment of old Morland, the Oxford tutor who 
blackmailed young aristocratic students 
through the medium of a hypothetical young 
widow.

Hitherto most of the water 
used by the miners and their families in their 
household and other duties has been obtained 
from the mines, the pumps there furnishing 
them with an abundant supply, It is now 
feared that a water famine will follow a cessa-

Bombshell Thrown into the Camp of the 
Independents -Theatrical Notes. 

Loxpox, March 12.—The Daily Telegraph 
has thrown a bombshell into the camp of the 
Independents by delaring that the excis‘ons 
Mr. Archer loudy railed against the censor for

Loxvox, March 12.—The government is 994 
ting into great difficulties in the House of 
Commons owing to the complete block, of 
business, Not one of its measures is making 
the least progress, and, what is even worse, 
scarcely any money can be obtained, although 
large sums are required before the close of the 
present month, which ends the financial year.

But 
the party generally is not disposed to judge 
him harshly, and believe time and experience 
will make good all deficits. Unfortunately 
every day places the government in a position 
of greater jeopardy. Many fear it will not be 


able to tide over Easter, and in that case the 


Gladstonians would gain an unquestionable 
advantage in the general election, for the Con- 
servatives are by no means ready at this mo- 
ment for a final trial of strength. 

Mr. Gladstone himself is not anxious to 
precipitate a crisis, for if he came into power 
too on he would have to produce a 
new Home Rule bill this year. This would 
not suit his book. He would like to have the 
autumn for maturing a scheme, and wishes to 
disclose nothing until this time next year. He 
is not doing anything to add to the embarras- 
ment of the government, though the regular 
sharpshooters in his ranks work hard enough 
in that direction. It is always easy to protract 
a discussion or waste time putting all sorta of 
questions to Ministers on the most trifling 
matters. 

Irishmen cannot be accused of obstructing, 
for their own affairs require the greater part 
of their attention. How to liberate all that 
money tied up in Paris is the great problem 
with them. So far the bankers retain posses- 
sion and have no right to give it up to any of 
the claimants. Funds must be had for the 
Parliamentary election and only a few drivlets 
come in from the United States. Both sec- 
tions of the party are in the same plight—the 
sinews of war are lacking. With divisions in 
their ranks, with no supreme leader, and no 
money in bank, their prospects are not so 
bright as they were in Parnell's palmy days, 

Trade inevitably has a great effect upon poli- 
tics. Seldom of late years has there been a 
greater cause of anxiety than on the score of 
the immense coal strike. It enlarges its area 
every every day, and workmen in all sorts of 


industries are thrown out of employment in. 


consequence, It is one of the most important 
events that has occurred in England in mod- 
ern times. Iron works and cotton mills are 
being closed, furnaces blown out, and reil- 
roads are discharging their hands. If this dis- 
aster had been’ Brought about by capitalists 
or employers we should now be on the 
eve of a revolution; but it is en- 
tirely owing to the workingmen themselves. 
It is purely and essentially a labor movement, 
beginning with a section of colliers who de- 
sired to raise the price of coal by producing 
an artificial searcity. Not only have they 
caused enormous suffering among the poor 
during this inclement season, but they are de- 
priving thousands of their own class of the 
very means of subsistence. In the whole his- 
tory of the labor world nothing is found equal 
to this. It will open the eyes of the country to 
the complete mastery labor has obtained over 
capital and to the terrible dangers which are 
involved in the new despotism now firmly 
established.

Bunkax, March 12.—The bitter weather that 
has prevailed here for the last three days has 
retarded the Emperor’s recovery from the 
cold with which he is suffermg. Quite a num- 
ber of persons besides the Emperor havé been 
affected by the cold weather, and are suffer- 
ing from chills, For a time yesterday a per- 
fect American blizzard prevailed here. Traffic 
on the streets was impeded for hours, and 
business was paralyzed. The Emperor suf- 
fered. a relapse last night, which caused a 
postponement of the audience set for today. 
His Majesty bas a slight fever, but continues 
is work in his bedroom. He is highly 
pleased at the reconciliation that has been ef- 
fected with the Duke of Cumberland concern- 


| ing the Guelph fund. 


The Reichsanzeiger this evening pibtishes 
a communication from the Emperor to the 
Prussian Ministry announcing that the time 
has arrived to annul the sequestration of the 
property of the late King George of Hanover. 
In a letter dated Thursday the Duke of Cum- 
berland requests the Emperor to give his 
gracious consideration to the exeeution of the 
treaty dealing with the property of the late 
King. The letter concludes: I am pledsed 
to avail myself of the opportunity of once 
declaring that it is far trom: my intefition to 
engage in any enterprise calculated to dis- 
turb or in any way menace the peace of the 
German Empire or the States belonging there- 
to. I faithfully and sincerely love the Ger- 
man fatherland, I would never with the re- 
sources at my disposal. whether already in my 
possesion or accruing to me by virtue of the 
treaty, knowingly originate or approve any 
hostile enterprises instigated or promoted, di- 
rectly or indirectly, against your Majesty or 
the Prussian State.“ 

The tone of the Duke’s surrender is a sur- 


prise to his adherents and opponents alike. - 


Some adequate declaration was demended 
from him by the government, but nothing 
inore was expected than a recognition of the 
German Empire with a promise of friendly 
neutrality. His abject renunciation of old 
principles reads as if it had been dictated by 
the Emperor. The friends of the Duke affirm 
that Queen Victoria and the Prince of Wales 
induced the members of the Danish royal 
family to join them im bringing pressure on 
the Duke to obtain his consent to the Emper- 
or’s arrangement regarding the duchy and the 
Guelph fund. The Duke gave way before the 
combined family ouslaught and to the consid- 
eration of international policy that influenced 
the negotiations. Improved relations between 
the Emperor and the ruling families of Russia 
and Denmark are expected to result. Al- 
though a reconciliation has only been defi- 
nitely effected within the last few days, mem- 
bers of the Imperial circle credit a report that 
the Emperor is already making arrangements 
to meet the Duke of Cumberland and the Czar 
at Copenhagen during the early summer. 

The Cologne Gazette states that the Duke in 
engaging a tutor for his didest son, directed 
that his education should be purely German. 
The history of the war between Hanover and 
Prussia in 1866 is to be passed over ligntly. 
The boy will be fitted to take any post asa 
good German. 

A bulletin issued tonight says that the pulse 
and general strength of the Grand Duke of 
Hesse, who was stricken with paralysis a few 
days ago, show a further diminution. A grave 
syinptom—ratting in the windpipe—has set 
in, and leaves his condition hopeless. The 
Grand Duke Sergius of Russia and t rand 
Duchess, who is a daughter of the Grand Duke 
of Hesse, and other members of the family 
are in Darmstadé..awaiting the end. The 
death of the Grand Puke. of Hesse will have 
nd ‘effect on the political situation. His suc- 
cessor will de the Grand Duke Albert, who is 
a Lieutenant of the Guards at Potsdam and a 
good friend of the Emperor. 


Socialists and Men Unemployed. 


A meeting of 2,500 unemployed people was | 


held in the Tivoli Gardens today. There was 
no disturbance. The addition of 38 officers 
and 329 agents to the police force enables bet- 
ter arrangementa to be made to watch the 
rowdy contingent. The split among the So- 
cialists, which is now pronounced, assists the 
authorities in distinguishing the dangerous 
Anarchist section from the moderates led by 
Herren Bebel, Liebknecht, and Singer. The 
Anarchist section, judging from the several 
‘assemblies held this week, is increasing in 
number. Fifteen hundred members of this 
section held a meeting at which they de- 
nounced the moderates as ‘‘ official Socialists 
and traitors to the proletariat.” 

The Vorwaerts, as the organ of the Socialist 
members of the Reichstag, was declared to be 
no longer the mouthpiece of the workingmen. 
Finally a resolution was approved afirmmg 
atheism as recognized by the party, an action 
which means that revolution is its method to 
achieve its aims. 

The Vorwaerts, replying to this section, 
drew a distinction between the working prole- 
tariat and the Lumpen or Canaille 
prolatariat, the former vindicating socialism 
by parliamentary methods, the latter disgrac- 
ing the cause of the workers by riot. The 
Vorwaerts does not admit that the Anarchists. 
are making any headway, but impartial out- 
siders note the rapid growth of tne extremists’ 
numbers as well as the violence of their utter- 
ances. 

Two extremists, Auerbach and Biester, were 
arrested and placed on trial on the charge of 
inciting civil war. During the course of the 
day Biester referred to the Emperor’s speech, 
adding that ifhé was condemned for inciting 
civil war the Emberor ought to be also con- 
demned. The court at ance stopped the case 
and ordered the arrest of Biester on the fur- 
ther charge of ldése-majesté. 

Herr Zuvell, an officer of the Berlin Munici- 
pal Government, who was expressing himself 
freely on the Emperor’s utterances, has also 
been arrested. 

Press Prosecutions Increasing in Number. 

The crop of press prosecutions grows daily. 
Even obscure papers published in Leipsic, 
Mulhausen, and Hanover do not escape the 
vigilance of the Public Prosecutor. A Munich 
paper ann:unced the issue of a cartoon on 
the carnival procession in which a group pre- 
sented a pictorial burlesque of the Emperor’s 
Brandenburg advice to malcontents to emi- 
grate. The Emperor wanted those who took 
part in the procession punished and the issue 
of the cartoon stopped by the government au- 
thorities. His Majesty’s intolerance of criti- 
cism approaches a craze. 

Concerning the compromise on the Primary 
Education bill the government offer simply 
amounts to the inclusion of several seats that 
were omitted from the privilege granted in 
the original measure. Long conferences 
have been heli between the Emperor and 
Ministers Miquel and Sedlita, but they did not 
result in an agreement. The National Liber- 
als will not assent to any compromise short of 
recognition of religious liberty.

—— 


That Brazilian City Laid Waste by the 
Pestilence, 

Rio pz Janzrro, March 12.—The Rio News 
Says: According to private accounts from 
Santos the situation in that city has become 
somewhat indescribable. The authorities are 


clearly incompetent to grapple with the epi- |. 


demic there, and the assistance from private 
sources is totally inadequate. One of our in- 
formants advises us that our. to the 
effect that special trains had been inaugurated 
on the Sao Paulo railway to enable business- 
men to stop in the city of Sao Paulo is a mis- 
take, as no such trains have been started. 
He also insists that this important corpora- 
tion, which could do se much to reliéve the 
traffic pressure there as well as to assist a 
great number of people to escape the risks of 
sleeping in Santos, has done almost nothing, 
and refuses to take any steps foward that end. 

If the Superintendent is refusing to do 
what everyone feels it his duty to do, it is the 
belief of the foreign inhabitants of Santos he 
id making a serious mistake. We have always 
maintained that he could have done much a 
long time ago to relieve the block“ in that 


port which has resulted in keeping a hundred 


and more vessels there.to endure the perils of 
afever season in Santos. How many lives 
have been lost through this no one will ever 
be able to estimate, but that it has led to such 
a loss, as well as to incalculable prejudice 
against trade and industry, no one can success- 
fully deny. 

The local authorities of Santos and the 
State authorities of Sao Paulo must admit 
the conclusion that they have only themselves 
to blame for the disaster. Months ago we 
called attention to the situatior, and to the 
dangers which were threatening them. The 
enormous accumulations of merchandise at 
that port, the blocking of the streets and rail- 
ways, the lack of facilities -for unloading and 
storing merchandise, the indifference of 
officials and every one else connected with the 
service of discharging, storing and transport- 
ing merchandise—all this could have but one 
end. An extraordinary accumulation of ves- 
sels followed, and in the midst of 
all these a port improvement contractor went 
on dredging up the accumulation of filth of 
years from the river bottom to deposit it 
alung the banks, Ip the best and coolest of 
seasons this would have resulted in sickness in 
the shipping, but when we add to this the in- 
tense heat of asummer in Santos it must be 
seen that yeilow-fever was inevitable. And 
still, up to this moment, we have yet to hear 
ofa single order, either from the sanitary 
authorities or from those of the 
city or state against this terrible 
blunder. With a fever epidemic star- 
ing them in the face the authori- 
ties of Santos lacked even the common sense 
to order a suspension of work, which was con- 
tinually bringing up the poisoncus deposits of 
the river bottom, from which the fever con- 
tagion was spread broadcast among the ship- 
ping. Such people, to say the least, are to- 
taliy unfit for the responsible positions which 
they hold. If strict justice could be meted 
out in this world they would be held responsi- 
ble in no smalk measure for the terrible loss 
of life which is resuiting from their incompe- 
tence and negligence. All foreign steamship 
com pauies should immediately suspend call- 
ing at Santos, for the impossibil- 
ity of discharging cargoes quickly 
renders such calls dangerous, and every 
foreign house which can do so should 
cl.se its doors. Let the government then do 
what it will, There is no use in wasting 
human life in such a place, ‘he port of San- 
tos or some other port is a necessity for the 
State of Sao Paulo. - The people of that state 
must therefore see to it that it is made inhab- 
itable. 

What we have said in respect to the port of 
Santos is in great measure true also of Rio 
de Janeiro, Thesame apathy and incompe- 
tence are to be found here which have brought 
about so much trouble down there. We have 


‘now reached a death rate of over thirty a day, 


which may be considered an epideinic rate. 
The shipping 1s beginning to suffer severely, 
and unless something is done at once Rio 
may soon find itself in a position little better 
than that of Santos, 

The stories about hospital treatment in 
Santos are terrible. A man named Beemer 
sent a boy to the Misericordia Friday after- 
noon with fever. Saturday evening he went 
to see the boy, but was unable tofind any trace 
of him, until he went vo the dead-house, 
where he found the poor lad still alive and 
conscious. The boy died that night, but the 
idea of putting him out among the dead so 
long before death is enough to make one won- 
der what kind of beings these hospital attend- 
ants are. 

_Another story is to the effect that an En- 
glish merchant went to the cemetery to attend 
the burial of an engineer whom he knew per- 
sonally. On arriving at the cemetery he had 
the coffin opened and found that he was bury- 
ing a stranger. The difficulties of getting 
men to dig even the shallowest of graves and 
also the digging-up of the remains of former 
burials have already been referred to. The 
whole situation is a blot on civilization and is 
an indelible disgrace to the country. 


A WITCH BURNED AT THE STAKE. 


An Allegediy Cannibalistic Old Indian 
Woman Ff xecuted, 

Curmvanua, Mex., March 12.—An account 
comes from the mountains to the west of this 
city of the burning of a supposed witch, which 
is the most horrible ever heard in this country 
vf horrors. Among the Indians the belief in 
witchcraft is general, and for a number of 
years an old woman has held the Indians 
of that locality in great fear by her al- 
leged powers over life and death. It was be- 
lieved that she could kill a man by looking at 
him, and, as she was versed in the use of 
poisons, it is probable that she maintained 
her supremacy in a way that made her de- 
serving of punjshment. She was accused of 
not confining her attentions to grown-up peo- 
ple, and was said to have kilied and eaten 
young children. 

This belief in her cannibalistic deeds be- 
came general, and as several children have 
mysteriously ‘disappeared in the neighbor- 
hood the Indians became so worked up — 
the matter that it was 2 — to search 
her premises. When the woman was known 
to be. away from her house a party of mén 
went there and found evidence that the old 
woman had indeed indulged in meats of chil- 
dren’s flesh. There were not only the bones 
to be seen, but a partly eaten child was also 
found. It was at once determined to kill the 
cannibal, and while they stood in great fear 
of her 1 her — and * ag ne ap- 
proached oor gras her ti and 
bound her fast. ee 

She was taken to the village and after the 
men “a what they had seen they demanded 
that she be burned alive, which was done. 
The most horrible part of the story is that the 
people ate small particles of the body in order 
to keep off any evils that might befall them 
for killmg her.

One begins about Oct. 15 and is 
pretty thoroughly exhausted after five months 
of the winter season, and the other sets 
in about May 15 and runs about four 
months: The regular season calls out 
elaborate plays, elaborately mounted and 
carefully rehearsed, from the managers of the 

rincipal stock theaters. Very few of them

several reasons for this, the princi one 
being the indifference of society people to the 
theater while the opera is on and the extraor- 
dinary fluctuations which oceur in 
tastes of native New-Yorkers. ' 
No Disputing About Tastes.

Prices May Be Advanced and Other Roads 
May Come In. 

New York, March 12.—[ Special. —Senator 
MeMahon's committee from Albany, which is 
to try to tind out how the coal combination 
will affect the interests of the New Yur 
people, began its labors at the Hotel Metro- 
pole this morning. President A. A. McLeod 
of the Philadelphia and Reading railroad, the 
head and front of the combination, was called 
as the first witness. He was accompanied by 
Counsel Thomas Jackson. Mr. McLeod was 
not very communicative about the combina- 
tion of his railroad with the Central of New 
Jersey and the Lehigh Valley. He said it was 
done to bring about an nprovement in the 
condition of the coal trade. . 

„How?“ put in Senator Cantor. 

“By domg away with middlemen. We 
thought the agents who handled coal might 
just as well make money for the company as 
for the people who come between them and 
the company in the present arrangement. 
That’s all.” 

What will you do with the middlemen?’ 

“Leave that to us,“ said the President. 
Mr. McLeod was sure that the combination 
would be beneflcial to the public. It would 
eventually gecure lower rates and better serv- 
ice. In some places coal was too high, else- 
where it. was too low. The combination 
would equalize prices. The railroad com- 
panies would also fare better. His road had 
been handling coal at a loss.

What a New Ordinance Regarding Rau- 
roid Trains Provides, 

Certain of the railroad companies are repre- 
sented as being alarmed at an ordinance said. 
to be now pending in the Council providing 
for the stopping of trains at all street croas- 
ings. There is no such ordinance pending be- 
fore the Council or likely to be introduced. 
But there is an ordinance which provides as 
follows: ; 

That all trains, cars, and engines of every rail- 
road company or corporation, when approaching 
within the corporate limits of the City of Chica- 
go a crossing with a street railway upon the 
same level, shall be brought toa full stop before 
reaching the said crossing and within 200 feet of 
the same; and the engineer other person in 
charge of the engine attached to the train of cars 
shall ascertain the way before pro- 
cecding to cross. 

This has been reported favorably by the 
Judiciary committee and may be passed be- 
cause a majority of the Aldermen favor it. 


Publie Library Station at Argyle. 

The Board dr Directors of the Public Li- 
brary met yesterday and decided to grant the 
request of a large number of residents at Ar- 
gyle and Edgewater by establishing a branch 
delivery station there. The experiment will 
be tried two or three mofths, the stations to 
be continued permanently if the patronage 
warrants it. Librarian Hild submitted his 
report for February, of whieh the following is 
an abstract: The number of volumes now in 
the library is 173,838. The total circulation 
last month was 125,471 books, of which 90,558 
were issued for home use. The reading-room 
was visited by 55,573 persons. In the refer- 
ence-room 11,248 readers Consulted 32,945 
volumes. In the branch reading-rooms 26,413 
books and periodicals were issued to 17,166 
readers. The number of persons now holding 
library cards is 46,297. 


Proposed Water Improvements. 

There was no meeting of the Finance com- 
mittee yesterday and Commissioner Aldrich 
did not have a chance to present his proposal 
for the new intake for the Bake View tunnel 
to that body. This intake at the 5,500 feet 
distance will cost $75,000.

GOOD NEWS FOR TOBACCO CHE WERS. 


War Is Rife Among Manufacturers and 
‘Prices Will P bly Ke Cut. 
War among the manu of chewing 
bacco seems imminent, and the consumers 
of the weed are likely to become the bene- 
ficiaries of the threatened conflict before many 
weeks. A short time since the Liggett & 
Myers Tobacco company of St. Louis, mem- 
bers of the Big Four combination, withdrew 
its contract selling plan, which was nothing 
more than an agreement between thé’ com- 
pany and the jobbers to maintain prices. The 
result was that the Chicago wholesalers imme- 
diately began to cut prices on Star tobac- 
co. 
selling this staple at cost, and so much of it 
that it alarined the other manufacturers. 
Yesterday the Drummond Tobacco com- 
pany of St. Louis, also a member of the com- 
bination, issued a circular to the trade giving 
notice that the price of Horse Shoe’’ to- 
bacco had been reduced two cents per pound 
and in addition that the firm wou'd allow the 
jobbers a profit for handling their goods. 
This, the latter say. is a strong bid for the 
business. The Drummond company, how- 
ever, continues its contract, which is designed 
to protect the interior or small jobbers, 
Several of the lead jobbers who were 
seen by a reporter for Tus Inu were of 
the opinion that the action of the Drummond 
company would eventually lead to a reduction 
of prices to the consumer. Every move so 
far has been 1n his favor, andit will not be 
long before he will get a larger piece of tobac- 
co for 10 cents than ‘he has for years, 
The manufacturers outside of the combina- 
tion are also pleased with the prospect of get- 
ting their goods on the rket. Heretofore 
the restrictions of the combination kept them 
out to a great extent, although their goods 
were equal in quality to those manufactured 
by the Big Four, though not so well known. 
The result, as anticipated by the Chicago job- 
bers, will be a larger distribution of anti- 
contract goods and g revival of unrestricted 
corn petition.

CHANGES IN CONSULAR SERVICE, 


tions Largely Cut Down, 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 12,—The Diplo- 
matic and Consular Appropriation bill will 
probably be reported to the House next week. 
A number of changes are proposed in the 
diplomatic and consular service, and in the 
former there have been a number. of consoli- 
dations by which savings in expenditures were 
made. The bill for the current year amounts 
to a little more than $1,600,000, subcom- 
mittee’s bill makes a saving of 80 $60,000 
in the consular service and $20,000 or| more in 
the diplomatic service, while the appropria- 
tions asked fur by the Pan-American organi 
tions were not acted upon, the commitréé re- 
ferri them to the regular Appropriations 
committee of the House, The mission ta, Den- 
mark is consolidated with that to Sweden and 
Norway, the compensation of the Minister to 
be 87,500, which is the present grade of each 
mission. One Minister, it is proposed. shall 
represent the United States to both Bolivia 
and Colombia hereafter, in place of a Minister 
to each country. The mission to Peru and 
Ecuador it is also pro to con- 
solidate. The place of a Minister to 
Ecuador was only recently recreated, and the 
United States for a long time has been unrep- 
resented by a Minister to that country, tne 
gentieman appointed about a month ago 
under the terms of the diplomatic act for the 
current fiscal year not having sailed yet: 
There hus also been somé rearrangement of 
the Central American mission and some re- 
classification made in the service, 

One of the interesting features of the fram- 
ing of the measure was a proposi- 
tion to reduce the grade of the Chil- 
ean mission from $10,QU0. to $56,000 or 
$7,500. This is the place at present held by 
Patrick Egan. After due consultation it was 
decided, in view of the recent troubles be- 
tween the United States and Chile, and of the 
fact that the Chilean mission is just now of 
more than ordinary importance, not to recom- 
mend any change in grade. 

The diplomatic and consular bill has grown 
in the last half dozen years almost 2 per 
cent more than the growth of the business in- 
terests of the United States abroad in that 
period, so that it is thought the appropriations 
can be safely reduced.

A Crematory for Garbage—Peter McGeoch 
Wants No More Delay. | 

Miuwavxgs, Wis., March 12.—(Special, }— 
The litigation over

Church, one of the executors of the husbana’s 
will, who sets forth that she is his niece and 
heir-at-law. : 

Mrs. Church objects to the probating of 
Mrs, Fanny Gunyon’s will on the ground that 
the paper purporting to be her will was not 
executed and attested in due form of law, and 
that at the time of the making of the will Mrs. 
Gunyon did not have capacity sufficient to 
make a will and was not of sound dj 
mind and that it was not made with fu 
knowledge of ite propositions. It is also al- 
leged that she was not cognizant of her rights 
in law in estate of her husband and was 
induced to make the will by Undue and im- 
proper influences which the instrument 
to be executed through fraud and other species 
of cireum vention practiced upon the testator. 
It is papel a that she was induced to make the 
will iu order to delay the probating of the will

WORK FOR THE WORLD’S FAIR BILL, 

Tus Trreune has already printed. the text 
of the World's Fair bill introduced in the 
House last Monday. It contains three dis- 
tinct appropriations. One of these is for five 
million dollars, to be expended in completing 
the work on the Exposition buildings and 
grounds. Another is for $1,050,000 for the 
purposes of the National Commission, and the 
third is for half a million for the uses of the 
board which has the management of the spe- 
cial governmental exhibit. 

The fact that these three organizations—the 
Board of Directors, the National Commission, 
and the Government Board—have decided to 
submit their claims in hne bill, and to sink or 
swim together, is sufficient evidence of the 
perfect harmony which exists between them, 
and disposes of the stories that each wanted 
to paddle its own canoe. Much has been 
said, especially by those indifferent or hostile 
to the success of the Fair, of alleged “ differ- 
ences’? between the local directors and the 
National Commission. There was seme fric- 
tion at the outset, but for many .months the 
two bodies have worked together without a 
shadow of discord. Each of these organiza- 
tions has tabored with untiring energy for the 
promotion of the interests of the great enter- 
prise intrusted to them, and their agreement 
has extended to details as well as to general 
principles and methods. 

Therefore all Chicagoans and all friends of 
the Fair should give them a loyal and unfal- 
tering support, and oot embarrass them by 
criticisms, both trivial and unjust. Attacks on 
them, individually or jointly, weaken. the 
cause of the Exposition. The only thing to 
be done at this time is to have the appropria- 
tion bill considered by the committee to 
which it has been referred, and to see that it 
is not mutilated there, and then to gain for it 
the favorable consideration of the House. 

If Congress makes the desired appropriation 
the Exposition will gain far more than the 
five millions. The effect of this second of- 
ficial recognition of the World’s Fair asa 
grand national undertaking will be to stimu-

MES. OSBORNE’S CASE, 

Although the sentence pronounced against 
Mrs. Osborne by the English courts is a just 
one, her case is none the less pitiable on that 
account. It will be remembered that the un- 
fortunate woman, while visiting at the house 
of a friend, Mrs. Hargreaves, took some dia- 
monds belonging to the latter, which were 


pointed to her as the thief she not only indig- 
nantly denied it but commenced an action for 
libel against the rightful owner, urged thereto 
by the Jove for the man she had just married 
and the hope that if she could secure a verdict 
in her favor their union would not be im- 
periléd. To accomplish this the wretched 
woman even resorted to perjury and came near 
affixing the stigma upon her own friends. The 
theft, however, was clearly traced to her. 
Even then Mrs. Hargreaves would have con- 
doned the offense, but she had added perjury 
to theft and the law was obliged to take cog- 
nizance of it, The court in sentencing her 
said: 

Lou stole these goods from your friends when 
visiting them. You converted the jewels into 
money, which you appropriated for your own use. 
When you were suspected of the theft you com- 
menced an action for libel and sat by the side of 
your counsel for days, suggesting to them that 
your friends were culprits. Had you succeeded 
by your willful perjury. the Hargreaves would 
have left the court with an indelible stain upon 
them. The maximum punishment for your crime 
is seven years {his remark caused a sensation in 
the court-room }, but I am not going to pass such 
a sentence on you. I am taking all the circtum- 
stances of your case into consideration, notably the 
appeal just made for you by Mrs. Hargreaves, and 
I aecide that you be imprisoned at such hard labor 
as your condition and frail health permit for nine 


montis. In prison you will be attended by doc- 
tors.

show them how it can be secured. Whatever 
may be the effect of the discussion will make 
little difference to the committee, as it will 
follow up this meeting by putting a woman 
inspector into every election precinct in the 
city whose duty it will be to investigate the 
streets, alleys, and filthy people in that pre- 
cincé and report to the general committee, 
which will make life a burden to the street- 
cleaning department if it neglec‘s its duties any 
longer.

Bagley, Mrs. Dr. Julia P. Low, Miss Jane 
Addams of Hull House, and otbers equally 
vigorous, resolute, and aggressive. 

To solve this problem the women have 
adopted the scheme which was recently put 
into successful operation by the women of 
New York.

MR. WATTERSON DODGES THE POINT. 
Mr. Henry Watterson was in this city day 
before yesterday and was interviewed. His 


the matter over and said it was correct it can 
be commented upon with safety. 

Being asked what he thought of reciprocity, 
Mr. Watterson said: 

Reciprocity is freer trade if not free trade to 
the extent ofthe treaty. Jf it be a good thing can 
we have too much of a good thing? If it be hon- 
est can it be reconciled with the dogma of re- 
striction and exclusion? My chief objection to 
reciprocity is that it transfers powers which I think 
should rest exclusively with Congress to the 
President; it is a surrender by the Legislature of 
the taxing power to the Executive. But all the 
same it has sounded the death knell of protection- 
ism and is a death warraft to tariffs meant like 
the McKinley bill to cheek imports. 

But Mr. Watterson adinits that there can be 
too much of a good thing, even of free trade. 
After observing that the whole protection 
idea is a plunder and a swindle”’ he goes on to 
say that— 

I am in favor of raising the greater part of our 
governmental expenses through the custom-bouses, 
but*l would fix the duties upon as few articles as 
possible and protect nothing for protection’s 
sake. 

Hence it appears that he is in favor of free 
trade as regards some articles, but not as re- 
gards others. He thinks there should free 
trade in woolens, but he is not prepared to say 
that there should be free trade intea. Mr. 
Watterson is not an out-and-out free-trader,”’ 
but a limited one. He admits that there could 
be such a thing as tov much free trade, Other- 
wise he would be for the repeal of tariffs and 
the dismissal of custom-house employés. 

It appears then that the friends of reci- 
precity are for free trade in one class of arti- 
*cles, while Mr. Watterson is for free trade in 
another. To state the difference more defi- 
nitely, the former are for the admission duty 
free of articles not produced in this country, 
or which cannot be produced here econom- 
ically—like coffee, for instance. The latter is 
in favor of the admission of articles which can 
be produced in this country with the ex- 
penditure of no more hours’ time than else- 
where, but the cost of production of which 
may be greater than it is abroad, because the 
wage poste eae ee is higher than that 
‘of Europe.

THE ELECTRICAL CENTER. 

A recent article in Tun Tus setting 
forth the prospect that this city will ere long 
be the center of operations in the United 
States for the largest electrical company in 
the world has incited more ttran dhe good- 
humored protest that the people here are ex- 
pecting too much. The New York Tribune 
and the Buffalo Express both call attention 
to the fact that Buffalo has great expectations 
in this matter of being the electrical center of 
the world. With Niagara Falls behind it, and 
as a consequence of that fact, Buffalo is 
claimed to be loonting up as the chief manu- 
facturing and shipping center of the interior. 
In the course of a few months from now the 
practicability of converting the Falls into a 
source of power, light, heat, and refrigeration 
is to be demonstrated. A compauy is now 


of turbine wheels in position from which 
it is expected to obtain 120,000 horse-power 
without the combustion of asimgie pound of 
fuel. Ifit succeeds in this every wheel in 
Buffalo can be tu and every building 
lighted ted at the lowest possible cost. 
With this enormous electrical power transmit- 
ted to the city and distributed through it coal 
will no longer be burnea there, and the steam 
engine will be dispensed with in manufactur- 
ing processes. By virtue of having the cheap- 
est power for turning its machinery Buffalo 
will inevitably: become the manufacturing 
center of the Nation. This is the forecast 
made by practical electricians and indorsed 
by shrewd business-men as a sound deduc- 
tion, warranted, too, by a glance at the re- 
markable progress achieved by the city dur- 
ing the last decade. 

In that period the city at the foot of Lake 
Erie increased its coal traffic 387 per cent, its 
iron receipts 226 per cent, its population 
by 89 per cent, and fully doubled its grain re- 
ceipts and lumber shipments. It is already 
the largest grain-receiving and coal-distribut- 
ing center in the world, the principal lumber 
port in the country, and one of the greatest 
markets for live stock and fish. Its number of 
manufacturing establishments increasea 200 
per cent from 1880 to 1890, and it is now consid- 
ered certain they will more than treble again 
by the end of the century with the conversion 
of the Falls into a source of electrical power, 
while the population will increase from 300, 
000 to 1,000,000. And it is said Buffalo now 
seems destined to gain steadily upon Chicago 
in the race for commercial supremacy.” 

That is a noble ambition, and Taz Tarsunz 
sees no reason to find fault with it. But it

Yet it may be 
said that the prospects of growth are set forth 
only in a mild way by either of the papers 
named.

“Yankee notion“ business that now flourishes 
in those Eastern States, and no little of the 
manufacturing energy that at present ex- 
hibits itself in the smaller cities of New 
-York and New Jersey. Possibly the silk 
industry of tbe latter will be found 
seeking the prupinquity of the Falls. Troy 
and Rochester, particularly the latter, are 
likely to be injuriousiy affected, unless it be 
found that the power can be transmitted to 
them with but little luss, and Cieveland may 
be a great loser, while even the woolen milis 
of Philadelphia may be unable to compete 
with those of the new center. In short, the 
pussibilities for paper mills, flour mills, cot- 
ton and woolen favtories, and a whole host of 
other hives of industry clustering there is lim- 
ited only by the quantity of power available 
from the descending waters, and this great 
prosperity will not bring with it the smudge 
of coal-burning, which has defiled the build- 
ings and polluted the atmosphere of other 
cities that have attempted greatness by chang- 
ing to more useful forms the raw products of 
nature. But it is hard to see how any or all 
of this can materially hurt Chicag>, and the 
people of this eity can well afford to wish 
those of Buffalo success in their new depart- 
ure.

GAS : FOR STEAM-MAKING. 

An exchange says that gas bids fair to 
supersede all other fuel for making steam in 
stationary plants, The most economical mode 
of using it is to mix if with the required pro- 
portion of air and to supply it ander pressure 
to pipes that run parallel with the boiler and 
under it. Furnaces and chimneys are dis- 
pensed with. There is no smoke and the 
least possible loss of unburned fuel. The re- 
sults obtained are described as simply as- 
tounding. * In one large establishment in 
London steam has been raised under a thirty- 
foot boiler to a pressure of fifty pounds in 
forty minutes with a consumption’ of but 300 
feet of gas per hour. 

The great secret of the saving lies in the 
fact that all the material in the solid fuel 
which will make combustible gas can be got 


out of it in the gaseous shape and completely 


burned, while it may be said to be practically 
impossible to perform this when the solid 
fuel is burned directly under the boiler, how- 
„ever it may be in theory. With the best of 
appliances for this direct combustion a large 
percentage of the fuel is wasted, first, in the 
escape of gases before they are burned (in 
that case they are not burned at all), and, sec- 
ondly, in the heat which those unconsumed 
gases and the nitrogen of the air carry with 
them up the chimney after having abstracted 
it from the gases which do pass through

UNABLE T0 FIND A SITE FOR ITS 
MUNICIPAL BUILDING.

John Habberton Tells of the Search Being 
Made and Tammany’s Scheme for Venge- 
ance—Jay Gould’s Missionary Contri- 
bution—West Point’s Good Fortune— 
“The Parsee Merchant’s” Death—How 
He Won Both Political favor and En- 
mity-New York’s Latest Census. 


New Tonk. March 11.— Special Corre- 
spondence. |—Whenever any building of im- 
portance isto be erected in New York there 
ensues a great hubbub about asite. It was 
the question of site that did as much as any- 
thing else toward making New York so luke- 
warm about the Columbian Exposition which 


Chicago is now preparing for so handsomely ; 


it really was pitiful to discover the poverty of 
the city in vacant ground. We might have 
had a World’s Fair a few years before had 
there been any ground on which to put it: 
Gen. Grant, who was placed at the head of 
the movement, said truly that Central Park 
was the only possible site, and straightway 
the project died, for Central Park and 
its retention inviolate is |: the 
one subject on which all New- 
Yorkers are agreed. There was another great 
talk when the Episcopalians were looking for 
a place for the great cathedral which is to be 
erected. The most amusing and exasperating 
affair of the kind, however, is the work of the 


city authorities who are to select a location . 


for our new municipal building, a structure 
which is expected to outdo anything of the 
kind on the face of the earth, and which may 
confidently be counted upon to cost’ more 
money—imany millions mere—than it could 
de built for anywhere else, or here either, as 
for that, did not Tammany have the manage- 
ment of it. It will be a gold 
mine for Tammany. In the mean- 
time, however, it has thre%tened to be 
a graveyard for some of Tammany’s 
enemies. Among these seem to be counted 
Oswald Ottendorfer, proprietor and editor of 
the Staats Zeitung, the leading German daily 
of the city. Mr. Ottendorfer has always been 
an uncertain quantity for the Tammany 
bosses to estimate; sometimes he has deen as 
good to the party as could be hoped; again he 
has been as Outspoken as any one in condem- 
nation of the ring. His building was at one 
time the finest newspaper building in this 
city, and among the lessees of offices in it has 
been the city—that is, Tammany, which. pays 
Mr. Ottendorfer nearly $20,000 a year in 
rentals.

Jay Gould and the Missionaries. 
There has been great fun for the unregener-

Later 
the subject was alluded to in strong language 
by Dr. Rainsford, an Episcopal clergyman, 
who within a few yeors has raised a dead 
parish to one of the livest congregations in 
this city. Rainsford puts a tremendous 
amount of energy into everything he does and 
says; he has fought men and bears, as well as 
waged war against the devil, and although one 
of the most gentlemanly and estunable men 
imaginable he never leaves any one in doubt 
as to his opinion of any man or measure he 
may think needs rebuke. But Mr. Gould’s 
pastor is very much the same kind of man. 
His name is Paxton, and while a boy in col- 
lege enlisted in the ariny, fought in the ranks 
throughout the late civil war, finally gaining a 
commission as reward for special gallantry. 
He is chayj lain of the Seventh Regiment and 
practically the perpetual chaplain of our 
most distinguished post of the Grand Ariny of 
the Republic—a post which contains but one 
private soldier, but in which there are Gener- 
ais and West Point and. naval veterans by 
scores, 

Well, Paxton rushed to the defense of his 
wealthy parishioner, whom he declared was 
one of the loveliest of men in private life. 
He adinitted that he did not know how Mr. 
Gould came by his money, which is a strange 
aamission for any intelligent man to make in 
New York, said some non-committal things 
about Wall street, and then freed his mind 
about Rainsford. When two such men get by 
the ears there must be smiling in the ex- 
ecutive offices of hades, but sinners of vary- 
ing degrees are wondering whether it is neces- 
sary to praise a sharper simply because he 
gives money for religious purposes, or 
whether, on the other hand, the church should 
declined to take money unless first it knows 
that it was gained withgut guile. The middle- 
age custom of purchasing absolution, or try- 
ing to, by giving a = of one’s ill-gotten 
gains to the church has not gone out of fash- 
ion, as any one knows who remembers some 
of the great gifts that have been made by 
certain New-Yorkers to churches and theolog- 
ical institutions, and it also is known that 
none of the money has been declined. One 
old sinner down in Wail street, with a great. 
deal more money than conscience, has 
been gleefully rubbing his hands over the 
Gould-Rainsfurd-Paxton episode, and saying 
that it will have done a great deal of good if 
only it will keep church beggars from drop- 
ping into his office and spoiling any quantity 
of good business time. As for Gould,” said 
he, he’s as smart in religion as in everything 
else. By identifying himself with a single 
church he can excuse himself from contribut- 
ing to the support of any other, but we unat- 
tached sinners are fair game for everybody. 
Hang me if I haven't a wind to take a pointer 
from him and join the church myself, or take 
a pew in one; I'll get back the cost uf it in a 
month, just through thetime I'll save. Trouble 
about getting in? O, what are you giving 
me? y might bother me by inquiring into 
my evidences? All right; I'd show my check- 
book. Do you know who pays most of the 
runuing expenses of a lot of the most costly 
churches in this city?

The 
ice has at last been broken, and by an old 
West Point graduate, Gen, George W. Cul- 
lum, who at the time of his de a few days 
ago, was the oldest living ‘est-Pointer, 
having graduated, nearly sixty years 
ago, He saved a iittle money 
which he invested wisely, and his financi 


condition was farther improved by marrying 


the widow of Maj.-Gen. Halleck, so he died in 
comfortable circumstances. By his will he 
leaves the sum of $250,000 for the erection. of a 
memorial hall at West Point—a building 
which should long ago have been provided by 
people who are profuse.in their expressions of 
gratitude fer what. the military school has 
done for the nation. Army offlcers cannot be 
expected to do such things, for their pay at best 
is disproportionate to their abilities and their 
services, but all of them will warm up large 
corners in their hearts for the old man who did 
not forget old assoviations when he became rich. 
Cullum, like Sherman and many other veter- 
an officers not so prominent, neyer lost an op- 
portunity to visit the Point ; to him it was 
like the old homestead to the man who has 
gone to the city and become rich and great, 
and to his latest days he ‘would talk’ of his 
school days with greater interest than he ever 
manifested in any other subject, although he 
was a man of reading, — and many in- 
terests. The barest recom of his military 
services would fill a column of Tus Trreunz 
and recall a large portion Of the history of the 
nation. He was by preference an engineer, 
the much-battered Fort Sumter being one of 
his works, but when the civil war broke out 
he was made  aidede-camp to Gen. 
Scott, and afterward he was Chief 
of Staff to Gen, Halleck during the 
two years in which the offiger was the princi- 
pal adviser of President Jjincoln and Secre- 
tary Stanton; during the same time Gen. 
Cullum was a member—aimost the only mili- 
tary member—of the wellkremembered Sani- 
tary Commission. Probably, however, the 
work in which he took most delight was 
the compilation of Mis Biographical 
Register of the Officers and Graduates 
of the Militar Acatiemy’’—a three- 
volume octavo of more than 2,000 pages 
and much the most complete publication of 
its kind in existence. He was the first man to 
call attention to the fact, prove it by the 
records, that the old story that the great mass 
of officers of Southern birth resigned and 
went South when their States passed ordi- 
nances of secession was wntrue. His book 
shows that rather more than half of the South- 
ern graduates of West Poigt remained true to 
the flag. 


A Famous Tariff Writer Dead. 


The announcement of death of J. 8. 
Moore, who was buried this week, was re- 
ceived with mingled emotions by politicians 
and others who are interest d in the larger 
problems of National politics. Moore made a 
great deal of ‘trouble for some of these men, 
and placed many others under lasting obliga- 
tions, long before they knew his name, for 
over the signature The Parsee Merchant,“ 
he wrote incessantly for years on the tariff 
quest on. German by birth, a student by 
nature, a business-man by choice, and a 
cosmopolitan by nature, he engaged in many 
trades, successively, in Europe, Asia, Africa, 
Australia, and America, and was even one 
of the Argonauts of 49, although the 
lot of gold he amassed was obtained 
over the counter rather than im the 
mines. Although he had Hebrew 
blood in his veins, he once in a while lost his 
all in some rash venture, but always main- 
tained a reputation for the highest integrity. 


When he began writing on the tariff question 


in the interest of reform, about twenty years 
ago, some authorities on other side of the 
question took pen in hand te demolish him, 
but for about the first time in the history of 
the question in the Unite States there was 
found a man who never said anything which 
he could not prove by statistics. fic was 
„looked up” and found to be personally a 
good fellow who did not believe all men op- 
posed to him in theory were tonls or rogues, 
and little by little he became the educator 
of a great many statesmen and editors 
who had to wrestle with the tariff 
in its relations to business. No 


side. Ali his talk on the subject was from the 
standpoint of business, so his chats and 
his answers to questions came like heali 

balm to men of both sides who were oblig 

to listen to a wearymg succession of theories 
and fancies. In politics he was a Democrat, 
but that did not prevent his being placed in 
the New York Custom-House and kept there 
under Republican Presidents, for his thorough 
knowledge of business and his remarkable 
head for statistics and figures made him an 
invaluable assistant in many departments of 
that institution. Personally he was as unlike 
as possible to what men who read his 
writing imagined him: he was as companion- 
able and merry as if he had never indulged in 
a serious thought. He spoke the languages 
and knew the literature of almost all the na- 
tions of Europe, he had in his mind a cata- 
logue of all the great pictures and statues of the 
world, and he would stop in the middle ofa 
column of figures at any time to discuss a 
passage of Dante, Goethe, or Shakspeare. I 
have never been able to learn that he wrote 
musical or dramatic criticisms for the press, 
but he was the best of company durinva 
“first night’’ at the opera or theater, and 
could tell in an instant from what French or 
German play an alleged American drama was 
stolen. When I add that he could instruct 
Hindoos about Indian gems and Chinamen 
about porcelain you will probably agree with 
me that he was indeed a remarkable fellow. 


New York’s Stuffed Census. 


The first official enumeration in many years 
by the State of the City of Newdork has just 
been completed, and the figures are in excess 
of 1,800,000. In one respect this immense 
population is not a matter for congratulation, 
the increase consisting largely in immigrants 
of low-quality who crowd into our already 
overcrowded tenement-house districts. On 
the other hand, the figures prove, for the sec- 
ond time, that the enumeration by the Na- 
tional Census Bureau in 1890 was incomplete. 
The figures then given were but little in ex- 
cess of 1,500,000. There was a general protest, 
regardless of politics, which finally led to 
an unofficial count by the Police De- 
partment, which showed a gain of 
200,000—quite a difference, even in a large 
city. A commission which is now looking 
into the possibilities and advantages of con- 
solidation, by which Brooklyn and a number 
of large towns may become parts of the 
metropolis, may have the result of making 
New York the second city of the world, for 
the aggregate population would not fall below 
3,000,000. There are difficulties in the way, 
local pride being one of them and detestation 
of the ruling class of this city is another, but 
taxation is high sn our sister city and in all 
neighboring towns, and New York methods 
have entered into town politics so largely that 
some despondent villagers are telling one an- 
other that if a ring must rule and be watched 
it would be as well to endure that of New York 
bosses as any local gang, especially if there 
are 3,000,000 people to do the watching.

PROBLEMS OF LIGHT. 


EXPERIMENTS LEADING UP TO 
PRESENT ILLUMINATION. 


Triumphs of the Inventor Since the Days 
When the Pine Knot and Candle Served 
the Purpose for Which Electricity Is 
Now a Great Agent—Process of Making 
the Filaments of the Incandescent Lamp 


~Electric Smelting—Twisting the Metal 
by Heat.

A blazing pine knot or the glowing embers 
of a hearth have in their time enabled a good 
many men to read their newspapers. and 
books. Primitive though such illumination 
may be, it has something in common with the 
latest and best light-—the electric. Remove 
an ember from the grate so that thé draught 
will no longer play upon it and instantly it 
begins to lose brightness, although its tem- 
perature falls in nothing like the same de- 
gree. A luminous ray, from whatever source, 
can only be had from a highly heated surface;

and its intensity increases much faster than 
the rise in temperature which creates it. This 
truth was borne out in the early experi- 
ments with electricity as a licht-bringer. 
In seeking a substance which the cur- 
rent might raise to white heat inven- 
tors tried iron and platinum, but 
before either could be brought to a satisfact- 
ory radiance the intensity of electric heat had 
melted it. Carbon, meantime, was giving a 
brilliant light in the are lamp, and the 
question arose if there was any means of 
adapting it to incandescent illumination. The 


years and required enormous outlay. Every 
characteristic North American fiber was test- 
ed in vain. Explorers were dispatched to 
Brazil, to lands remoter still, to gather other 
fibers in forest and jungie; atthe end of many 
thousand experiments finely divided strips of 
bamboo were found to give the best results. 
Further success was reached when art as well 
as nature was laid under contribution. Paper 
and thread were charred with sernpulous care, 
and carbon of the finest grain reduced to pow- 
der was molded under pressure into delicate 
threads, yielding light of brilliant quality. 
Collodion, too, in narrow shreds was used with 
success. 

Precisely how the filaments of the American 
incandescent lamps of today are made is a 
trade secret. The manufacturers prefer to 
trust the honor of their employés rather than 
. depend on the protection of the Patent Of- 

ce. . 

Certain interesting steps of the process, how- 
ever, are matters of public information. The 
first carbon filaments made seldom lasted 
more than fifty hours, rendering the cost of 
lamp renewal as much as the cost of current. 


some points than others, indicating a varia- 
tion of size. Could this be remedied? Could 
the filament be made of uniform diameter? 
Fortunately, yes. Several years before, M. Du- 
prez, a French chemist, had recorded one of 
those observations so common in science, 
which, barren at the time they occur, after- 
ward spring into fruitfulness through disclos- 
ing relationship to a puzzling problem. He 
noticed that carbon heated in an atmosphere 
of hydro-carbon received a deposit of an ex- 
tremely dense form of carbon upon its sur- 
face. Here lay the key toincreasing the dura- 
bility of the lamp filament. Immersing it 
while luminous in a heavy hydro-carbon gas 
or liquid, it took on a solid coatmg, and where 
the filament was hottest and therefore thinnest

the deposit became thickest. In this ingenious 
fashion the thread was made to repair its own 
defects, with marked improvement in lasting 
quality. To a further experimental refine- 
ment the incandescent lamp owes another 
point of its present excellence. For a lamp’s 
success it is essential that tne air be exhausted 
from its bulb as thoroughly as possible. Not- 
withstanding the use of the best pump Mr. 
Swan. one of the pioneers of electric lighting, 
detected that his filaments were attacked by 
oxygen. It occurred to him that perhaps a 
little of this gas might have been left in the 
substance of the carbon itself, for he well 
knew how strong was the affinity between 
gases and porous forms of carbon. Thought 
he, it may be that if the filament were kept 
aglow during the pumping operation the oxy- 
gen could be dislodged. Experiment proved 
the soundness of his surmise, and another ad- 
vance in lamp-making was scored, In lead- 
ing the wires bearing a current into a lamp 
inventors encountered a good deal of diffi- 
culty. This was overcome on discovery that 
platinum, when heated, has much the same 
rate of expansibility as glass, 

An arc light being five times as brilliant as 
an incandescent lamp in proportion to the 
current supplied, there is a widespread de- 


of designs adapted tolow-voltage incandescent 
circuits. In this branch of invention German 
electricians have brought out a better device 
than any originated on this side the ocean. 
They have made a lamp of very convenient 
size and form, which needs but half the cur- 
rent uired in the best American model. 

The electric light, perfect as it is, would 
know no rival were its cost brought within an 
easily feasible limit. Increase in its popu- 
larity and reduction in its price have, it is 
true. gone hand in hand from the day of its 
introduction. Yet the consumption of the 
electric light is but a small fraction. of what 
it can be made to be. In New York City, for 
example, the leading electric light company 
guined 70 per cent last year im its aggregate 
of customers, yet at the end of the twelve- 
month their number was only 2,875. A fair 
estimate of the grand total of electric con- 
sumers in the metropol 2 patrons 
of other companies users of isolated 
plants, would be 5,000. s 

Let us briefly consider how this may be 
done, as estimated by Mr. John Van Vieck, 
one of the foremost electrical engineers of 
New York. His computations chiefly turn on 
the immensd economy which attends doing 
work on a large instead of asmall scale. In 
arriving at the conclusion that the cost of cur- 
rent could be reduced to one-fourth or one- 
fifth its present figure, he takes account of 
what may be saved in production, transmis- 
sion, aud varied service. He would begin by 
securing for a generating station a suburban 
tract, say in the meadows of New Jersey, just 
beyond the Hudson. From a railroad pe 
culm and other cheap fuels could be delive 
at the furnace doors. Steam engines of the 
marine type, multiple ex pansion, operated at 
a pressure of 250 to 300 pounds to the square 
inch, could be employed. With such a plant, 
working in uniis of not less than 2,000 or 
3,000 horse power, the consumption of coal 
would be half the quantity usual in central 
stations.

But for one limitation electricity would be 
adopted not only for lighting and as motive 
power, but for heating. Generated as it usu- 
ally is by a steam engine, it has to pay the 
weighty exaction demanded by the engine in 
converting heat into work—a levy never less 
than 85 per cent, and generally exceeding 90. 

The metal-worker is further indebted to the 
electrie current. By methods perfected 
through the labors of Prof. Elihu Thomson 
electric heat is now in wide acceptance for 
welding. So much is the operation simplified 
that a machine all but automatic performe it 
with great rapidity. The operator’s care is 
limited to feeding the machine and discon- 
necting the current the instant it has finished 
its work. The machine welds the tires of the 
wheels for bicycles, carriages, and wagons, 
and it joins pipes and bandsaws with 
a bond not only stronger than that 
made by the blacksmith, but stronger 
than the metal itself proves at any 
other point. In uniting wires for the tele- 
graph service it overcomes the loss of current 
taking place in the old-fasmoned form of 
splicing; binding the wire wound around 
guns, it gives them added strength; in joining 
a whole breadth of steel cable for the standing 
rigging of a ship it has performed a feat 
otherwise impossible. Sometimes the metal 
worker employselectric heat at a temperature 
much below that necessary in welding.

Electricity as a chemical agent, as a source 
of light and heat, as a motive-power for fac- 
tories, houses, and railways, stands ready to 
confer benefits vastly greater than any it has 
so far been permitted to bestow. Fully to 
enter upon its new career it must be produced 
at the lowest possible cost. For such Soe at 
tion the electrical engineer is thoroughly pre- 
pared. For its distribution at the lowest pos- 
ible price the community must look to itself. 
In supplying a city with eleetricity competi- 
tion is as much out of the question as in 2 
plying water. In consideration of monopoly 
privileges a municipality should take pains to 
insure a perfect fairness of charge. Other- 
wise the most versatile and valuable servant 
of man must continue to stand idle in the 
markct-place.

stroke down the side of the. face. 
The stroke is not finished, however, be- 
fore one queries whether those three little 
movements of the razor just before the barber 
goes back to godown the line again should 
be counted, Before the momentary specula- 
t:on on that point is ended the razor has cut 
another wide swath clear down the side of the 
face. and is taking a confusing number of ni 
in the wiry wisps which becloud the foothill 
features of the face. One may be usually a 
calm, cooly-calculating individual, and, there- 
fore, up to this moment nota stroke has es- 
caped notice.

WHY PHYSICIANS ARE POOR PENMEN. 


Doctors Whose Prescriptions Can Hardly 
Be Deciphered by Druegists. 

„Why do physicians write their prescrip- 
tions so illegibly?” a down-town druggist was 
asked the other day. | 

„Give it up,“ he answered. Affectation, 
I guess. Think of a man writing such a 
thing as a prescription carelessly! Why, 
human lives depend on it, and yet—come 
back here; I’ll show you some samples.“ 

Prescriptions written by a number of popu- 
lar physicians were shown. An inexperienced 
eye could unravel nothing intelligible from 
the documents, and the druggist’s as 
himself no mean decignerer of b writmg, 
wondered how the storekeeper had been 
enabled to translate things.

Grand boulevard even in those days stopped 
and looked at the white structure 
that was unlike anything else in this 
city or anywhere else. They shook their heads 
and passed on. Some of them called it a sep- 
ulcher; some said it was a mausoleum; some 
of Mr. Storey’s close friends called it a castle 
when they were in the austere presence of the 
editor of the Times, and when they were not 
they called it the Storey Folly.”’ - 

Well, it kept on until it was under roof, and 
then there was heard nothing more of ham- 
mer or saw or anything known to mechanics. 
The birds mated about its nooks in the spring, 
and in the season when nature and the animal 
kingdom seek shelter this castle was a retreat 
for everything that crawled or flew in that 
part of the city. 

The architect who made the first plan 
had passed away; the intellect whieh had di- 
rected the architect had become helpless and 
wardered away where it saw nothing which 
was tangible. There is no unkindness in say- 
ing it was a wreck. 

‘inally Deatn, which sometimes does a 
charitable thing, came to the relief of the 
wreck, and there remained this white castle 
in such condition that no man could carry it 
to completion. Then there came lawsuits 
without end, and out of them there 
stole a lot of skeletons which had 
been closeted long before any body out- 
side of the inner life of the great editor had 
any suspicion that there was anything else in 
his existence than an unbroken bowl at the 
cistern and a silver cord still unloosened. He 
continued a Paladan in his sanctum, while 
in his home he sat down among vagaries and 
communed with spirits which finally moved 
in and took pussession of every faculty. 


The Vision of the Castle. 


Do you know? asked a man who knows, 
“how Mr. Storey came to build that house 
which is now to be torn down and sold piece- 
meal like so much junk?“ 

That was just what Tue Trisunz reporter 
wanted to know. 

think it was in 1879, it may have been a 
littie earlier, that Mr. Storey, who was always 
a spiritualist, called a prominent architect of 
the city to his house on Prairie avenue and 
told him he wanted to build a palatial resi- 
dence—something that would eclipse 
anything in the land. He wanted 
the house completed as soon as 
possible. Then, lookmg about the 
baseboards of the room in which he was, he 
said to the architect in an earnest manner: 
»See there! and there!’—pointing to corners 
—*‘see the snakes coming through the floor! 
This house is full of snakes! I must get away 
from here as soon as possible or they will de- 
stroy me. Hurry up your plans!’ 

“The architect knew that these vagaries 
were not the result of alcoholism, and report- 
ed the conversation to a man whohad Mr. 
Storey’s full confidence. He called on Mr. 
Storey with a plumber and convinced the ed- 
itor that his house was poisonous with sewer- 
gas. It was this sewer-gas which Mr. Storey 
called snakes. The plumber was given the 
job of putting the house in order, aud when 
he sent in his bili Mr. Storey refused to 
pay it unless it was cut down. Cutting down 
bills was one of Mr. Storey’s hobbies. I 
never knew why, for ho was honest, but it 
took a lawyer to settle every dealing ha had 
of any consequence. 

After this plumber's bill was settled final- 
ly, Mr. Storey again called in his architect and 
broached the subject of a mansion. This 
time it was not snakes, but Little Squaw,’ 
a spirit which had taken possession of the 
man and from that time on controlled him. This 
spirit was the representative cf the sister of 
Mr. Storey’s last wife. Mr. Storey told the 
urchitect that ‘Little Squaw’ had told him he 
must have a bigger house, and that in building it 
he wanted a wigwam put in for ‘ Little Squaw,’ 
one for White Chief (himself), and one for 
the White Lily,’ his wife. He gave minute 
directions as to how these should be arranged, 

** The — 4 having been purchased, the archi- 
tect drew his plans, some contracts were let 
and work began. Billy McNeil, the old 
Scotchman, who had the stone contract for 
the Court-House and City Hall, was one of the 
first contractors on the castle. 1 think Van 
Cleave was. the first architect, and Willetts 
came after, and then owing to the vagaries of 
Little Squaw architects multiplied so rap- 
ijly that people who were interested lost 
track of them. 


Trouble from the Foundation Up. 

As soon as the foundation was finished it 
was discovered that it had not been done ac- 
cording to contract; it was taken out and a 
new one put in. After the structure had 
reached its second story, I think it was, Little 

uaw’ again interfered with the plans. The 
‘White Chief’ told the architect that there 
were not enough wigwains in the castle, 
and that those which he had put in must be 
changed. The ‘White Chief’ wanted a wig- 
wam for the whole tribe. The wigwam which 
had been agreed upon fer Little Squaw’ was 
too small, and would be utilized simply as a 
closet; so with the wigwams of the White 
Chief and the White Lily.“ 

These changes had to be made, and in 
— 3 them the plans had to be materially 
altered. As the building progressed-the plans 
were changed. At one time Mr. Storey said 
there must be 4 wigwam for each member of 
the tribe, squaws and braves. This thing

his removal to Galena in 1843. Victor was a 
musician of rare ability. His character was 
meek and unstable, and his fondness for music 
led him to spend more of his time gratifying 
his taste in that direction than was profitable 
for his trade. He became a frequenter of the 

pular gambling-house, The Eagle Sa- 
oon,“ and soon developed an appetite for in- 
toxicating liquor, the taste at times becoming 
uncontrojlable, and when on one of these 
“‘sprees’’ he invariably acted hke a madman. 

In June, 1846, Dr. Albion T. Crow of Galena, 
a man of considerable prominence iu the 
early history of the Northwest, organized 
Company F of the First Regiment of [Illinois 
Volunteers, under Col. Hardin, for service in 
the Mexican War, this regiment being one of 
the foremost in the history of that war. 
Among the eighty-three who enlisted from Jo 
Daviess County as privates, besides officers 
and musicians, but one man is still living, as 
far as can be ascertained. This man is John 
Kinkade, a respected citizen of Galena, now 
living in this city at the age of 76 years, 

James Sampson of Galena, Second 
Lieutenant-Adjutant of the Second Regiment, 
and ex-Chief Justice Amasa Cobb of Lincoln, 
Neb., enlisted at Galena a few months later 
in the company raised by Capt. Calmes Wight 
and belonging to the Second Regiment of IIli- 
nois Volunteers. : 

In the early efforts of organizing Company 
F Capt. Crow urged Victor Gilbraith to go 
out with them as a musician, but he declined 
on account of his infirmity, realizing too well 
how dearly a yielding to it might cost him. 
The Captain, however, prevailed 5 
promising to “stand by him,“ allowing 
no harm to come to him on that account. 

He enlisted as a drummer, 
was discharged at Camargo. Victor reénlisted 
in a Texas company, as did several Galenans 
of the same company, and marched with Tay- 
lor's forces to Monterey. He joined this time 
as a bugler. His new Captain had made no 
promises to “stand by him’ should his ap- 
petite be satisfied and his brain unruly. 
When in one of these moods in a fit of anger 
he threatened to shoot his Captain, and he was 
court-martialed and sentenced to be shot for 
insulting an officer. His comrades who. had 
known him in his northern home were sym-

HE WILL PROBABLY INVESTIGATE. 


Gen. Miles to Find Out Whether Fort Sher- 
idan Soldiers Are Improperly Fed. 

Gen. Miles will arrive home from Washing- 
ton tomorrow or Tuesday, and it is under- 
stood at army headquarters thas he will order 
an investigation of the charges that the sol- 
diers at Fort Sheridan are not receiving the 
quality and quantity of food they are entitled 
to. The report of the disaffection among the 
soldiers has reached Washington, and an 
official inquiry may de also ordered 
from there. Gen. Miles came from the 
ranks himself and always lent a listening 
ear to any complaints which might be made. 

An officer at army headquarters said yes- 
terday that if Gen. Miles ordered an investi- 
gation it would be a thorough one. 

“The contractors who furnish the meat 
will be given a turning over,“ said the officer, 
“and,in my opinion, there will be some 
startling. facta developed. The methods of 
ood inspection have been very loose and the 
contractors have been having their bad sup- 
plies passed by the inspection .officers with 
only an occasional protest, and the men here 
have had to stand it. The majority of the 
officers have a profound contempt for those in 
the ranks and treat their complaints with 
lightness, but there are a few among the offi- 
cers who like fair play, and Gen. Miles will 
probably extend his inquiries to a point where

Silver Legislation, 


CuicaGo, March 5.—{ Editor of The Tribune. |—I 
am a constant reader of THe TRIBUNE and have 
been much interested in its discussion of the so- 
called silver question. Will you briefly state the 
purport of the several acts of Congress since 1873 
which affect the status of silver as money? 

READER. 

[The act of Feb. 12, 1873, provided that the silver 


coins of the United States shall be a trade dollar, 


a half dollar, a quarter dollar, and a dime; the 
weight of the trade dollar to be 420 grains troy, 
and of the half dollar 12% grams (nearly 193 
grains), and the smaller coins in proportion; the 
standard to be nine-tenths fine and the alloy of 
copper; and that the said coins shall be a_ legal 
tender at their nominal value for any amount not 
exceeding 8 in one payment; also that silver 
coins other than the trade dollars should be paid 
out at the several mints and at the New York 
assay office in exchange for gold coins at par in 
sums not less than $100. 

The act of March 3, 1875, provided for the coin- 
age of a silver coin of the denomination of 20 
cents and having a weight of tive grams, the same 
to be legal tender for any sum not exceeding $5. 

The act of July 13, 1876. provided that the trade 
dollar should not thereafter be a legal tender, 
and that the coinage of the same should be lim- 
ited to such an amount as the Secretary of the 
Treasury might (from time to time) deem suf- 
ficient to meet the export demand for the same; 
that the Secretary might issue the silver coin at 
any time in the Treasury to an amount not ex- 
ceeding $10,000,000 in exchange for an equal 
amount of legal tender notes, said notes to be is- 
sued again on the payment and destruction of a 
like sum in fractional currency; that in addition 
subsidiary coins might be issued from the mints 
up to the limit of $50,000,000 of such subsidiary 
coin added to the amount of fractional currency 
outstanding; and that the silver bullion required 
by the act sffeuld be purchased from time to 
time at the market rate, provided that not more 
than $200.000 should be at any time invested in 
such silver bullion exclusive of the resulting coin. 

The act of Feb. 28, 1878, remonetized the silver 
dollar by providing for its coinage of the weight 
of 412% grains troy, which coins, together with 
all silver dollars heretofore coined by the United 
States of like weight and fineness, shall be a legal 
tender at their nominal value for all debts and 
dues, public and private, except where otherwise 
expressly stipulated in the contract.“ The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury was authorized to purchase 
monthly not less than $2,000,000 worth nor more 
than $4,000,000 worth of silver at the market price 
thereof, and cause the same to be coined monthly 
as fast as so purchased into such dollars. It pro- 
vided that not more than $5,000,000 should be at 
any one time invested in such silver bullion, that 
silver should not be a legal tender in payment of 
gold certificates of deposit, that the President of 
the United States should invite the members of 
the Latin Union to a bimetallic conference, and 
that the silver dollars might be exchanged for 
certificates of not less than $10 each, the said cer- 
tificates to be receivable for customs. tAxes, and all 
public. dues, aud when so received may be re- 
issued. 

The act of July 11. 1890, provided for the pur- 
chase of 4,500,000 ounces of silver bullion monthly 
and for the issue of Treasury notes, no greater or 
less amount of which shall be at any time out-

THE CHICAGO BOUAVES.

It Is to Be Built on Center Avenue Be- 
tween Jackson and Van Buren Streets 
of Rough Bedford Sandstone and Pressed 
Brick—It Will Be Three Stories High, 
72x115 Feet in Ground Measure, and 
Will Cost $25,000--Arrangement of the 
Interior—Ready for Occupancy Oct. 11. 

Plans for the new West Side Armory have 
been prepared and adopted by the Chicago 

Zouaves. As soon as the preliminary work 

can be completed ground will be broken, and 

the work of construction once under way 
will be rapidly pushed forward in order that 
the buildmg may beeompleted and ready for 
dedication. Oct. 11, 1892. The new building is 
to be constructed of rough Bedford sandstone 
and pressed brick. It will be three stories in 
height, 72x115 feet in dimensions, and will be 
modern in its style of architecture. The in- 
terior finish throughout isto be of Georgia 
pine. The location ison Center avenue, be- 
tween Jackson and Van Burén streets. On 
the ground floor will be two store rooms, 25x 

25 feet, with the entrance, 22x23 feet, in the 

middle. This will be surmounted by an arch 

provided with heavy oak sliding doors. The 
drill hall occupies a space of 72x115 feet, which

is five feet greater in width than the drill hall 
of the First Infantry’s old armory on Jackson 
street. A wall will separate the drill hall from 
the rear wall of the building and in this space, 
thirteen feet in depth, will be constructed a 
stage with dressing-rooms either side. Below 
this there is to be a half-basement, of which 
twenty-five feet will be fitted up as an engine- 
room and the rest be madea dining hall. 
Above the stage and dressing-rooms will run a 
balcony extending the entire width of the build- 
ing and in front of the four company 
rooms, which are to be fitted up with eyery 

onvenience for the men. Above on the third 

ovr will be the locker rooms. In the front 
of the buiiding on the second floor there will 
be the officers’ quarters and a general recep- 
tron-room. The third floor will contain a 
lodge-hall,. 25x50 feet, with ante-rooms, and 
the rest of the space will be fitted up for the 
use of the Quartermaster. 

The ground and building are to cost $25,000, 
and 5 per cent ten-year bonds of the value of 
$100 each will be floated to provide for the 
construction. 


Ten Thousand Dollars Already Taken, 


An auxiliary committee has the work in 
hand and this committee comprises Joseph F. 
Kohout, President; T. J. Schladweiter, Vice- 
President; Capt. T. J. Ford, Secretary and 
Treasurer; Gen. Joseph Stockton and Capt. 
John T. McAuley, Trustees. The bonds will 
be placed on the market this week, and the 
committee is confident that the entire 
amount necessary will be subscribed 
within a short time. Ten thousand dol- 
lars of the bonds has already been taken, 
of which $7,000 was subscribed by members of 
the zouaves. The building when completed 
will be let to respectable organizations for en- 
tertainments of all kinds, but the matter of 
securing revenue will never be allowed to in- 
terfere with the work of the command. The 
Chicago Zouaves, and Troop A, cavalry at- 
— to the First Brigade I. N. G., will have 
their quarters here, though it is hoped a 
battalion of the Third Infanty I. N. G. 
will be stationed in Chicago before the open- 
ing of the World's Fair, and for that reason 
quarters have been provided in this armory 
for four companies. 

The completion of the armory will provide 
the zouaves witha home, something they have 
not had since their organization. From 1878 
to 1882, when Company I of the old Second 
Infantry, they were quartered with that 
regiment, but since the time they 
became an independent organization, even 
after they were again sworn into the National 
Guard, they possessed no quarters which they 
could really call their own. Since 1886 they 
have been stationed at Battery D, but that 
armory has frequently been let for entertain- 
ments which took place on their drill nights, 
and for months at atime they have been un- 
able to drill for that reason. 

Troop A has been stationed at the. Second 
Infantry Armory on Michigan avenue, and 
for thesame reason as the zouaves have on 
many occasions been unable to drill. This 
trouble will be a thing of the past for both 
commands whea the proposed building is 
completed, and it vas this same trouble that 
determined Capt. Ford to allow no outside 
organizations to use the armory the drill 
nights of the military. 

The plans of the building were drawn by A. 
Russy, a member of the zouaves, and it will 
be constructed under his supervision.

vou would use your great influence and compel 
the masses to see this matter in its true light.

ness upon the Chicago Board of Trade fully 50 per 
cent, the commercial yalue of which, if calculated 
in cold dollars and cents, would be of immense 
benefit to Chicago and the entire producing com- 
munity as well. In my opinion there should be a 
national law governing this matter by simply 
compelling every broker or commission mer- 
chant to give absolute proof upon demand 
by the buyer or seller that such  pnr- 
chases or sales were actually made upon 
a legitimate board of trade and the 
transactions settled through: their clearing- 
houses. Let the law provide a severe penalty for 
failure of the commission merchant or broker to 
give such evidenee. This would prevent fictitious 
sales by open bucket-shops; also by so-called le- 
getimate brokers, who very often bucket their 
own deals, thus deceiving their clients. I contend 
that if all wére compelled by law to be honest the 
volume of real trade would be doubled, thus ob- 
taining a much broader market; and enhanced 
values will come perforce, all of which will bene- 
fit the producer; and this ides will apply to ell 
that is contained in the Washburn or Hatch bill.

Boys at the Bridewell. 

CMmoado. March 5.—-[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
When I made my last visit to the bridewell, about 
six weeks ago, I came home haunted by the 
thought of sixty boys I had ssen there, in their 
improvised school-room, and of others who had 
looked wistfully out at us from their little cages. 
Six hours of school the boys have, and all the 
rest of the twenty-four hours of the day they are 
penned up—two, three, or four in a cell. No work, 
no reading, no systematic guardianship even is 
provided. The cells are in shape like nothing so 
much as a narrow grave, and each one is indeed 
the grave of hope and all aspiration to many a 
youthful soul! 

Passing out from the prison into the wasteful 
and disgraceful palace of the administration 
building, which stands incomplete, a monument 
to official selfishness. stupidity, and vuigarity, 
one hears, with a feeling which neither tears nor 
smiles can ail express or relieve, that want of 
money and want of room are manufacturi un- 
told misery, crime, and wretchedness in the bride- 
woll. And it is so. There is a great and untfin- 
ished banquet hall there which is recognized by 
Supt. Crawford as too splendid for use, and is 
only a place for the storage of trunks. There is 
also a great, shining, polished, elegantly finished 
room which is too fine for use in such a pace by 
any man who has an idea of the fitness of things, 
and it stands entirely empty. I should think it 
would be haunted by visions. of lost souls whose 
initiation into crime began a stone's throw away 
from it! 

In planning for a boys’ department and indus- 
trial school at the bridewell the people of Chi- 
cago should proceed in a spirit of humility for 
past my oe and worse than neglect. Too much 
cannot be done to secure the most careful, wise, 
and vigilant treatment of boys and youths who 
are sent there. It is useless to abuse magistrates 
for sentencing boys to the bridewell. Often it is 
the only thing that can be done, althotgh quite as 
often a little inquiry and attention would reveal 
some other mode of settling we case of young 
offenders. Sometimes there is no other resource. 

I hope that the new boys’ department will not 
be a wing, or in any way connected with or attach- 
ed to the main building. The city owns a 
large piece of ground at the bridewell, and there 
is no reason why a boys’ industrial school 
should not be built on the ground, as far re- 
moved as possible(from the prison, and separated 
from it by a high, solid wall. The school should 
have its own name, officers, attendants, and 
teachers, so as to secure the best permanent re- 
sults and to relieve the children from the odious-

Will Be Delivered in the Interest of the 
Cause—What the Preliminary Address 
Has to Bay on the Subject, 

Clean streets is the primary object of the 
Committee of Municipal Order of the Wom- 
an's Branch of the World's Congress Auxil- 
iary, and 4 mass-meetifig for a full and free 
discussion of the subject has been called for 
March 27, at Central Music Hall. A prelimi- 
nary address has been issued by the commit- 
tee, and notifications have been sent to the 


Secretaries of all the clubs in the city, invit- 


ing the President of each to sit on the stage at 
the meeting and the members to participate 
in its deliberations. Judge Walter Q. Gres- 
ham will preside, and the Rev. Jenkin Lloyd 
Jones will repeat the sermon delivered at All 


Souls’ Church two weeks ago, “‘ Cleanliness Is 


Next to Godliness.“ Other addresses are 
promised by clergymen and prominent citi- 
zens. 

In New York a popular movement was 
started two years ago looking to the cleaning 
of streets, and in it were only women. It has 
accomplished good work, and has made a 
visible improvement in the condition of the 
streets and alleys. The good has resulted 
from a systematic course of making reports 
and complaints of the violations of the ordi- 
nances relating to garbagé and filth, Ofte a 
violation is ducovered, the women give the 
Health Department no peace until a remedy is 
effected. They virtually worry the health 
officers into a discharge of their duty. 

The women who are interested in the move- 
ment here propose to secure a better enforce- 
ment of the street-cleaning ordinance than 
has been done in the past, and to get the city 
in presentable shape before the opening of the 
World’s Fair. To accomplish the desired 
results it is proposed to have a giant working 
committee, which shail include at least one 
woman in éach election precinct, whose duty 
it will be to make stated rounds 
of the precinct in which she is located and re- 
port any dereliction of duty. These reports 
will be bunched under a proper index and 
sent to the offending officials. Kitchen com- 
mittees are also recommended for neighbor- 
hoods, to disseminate garbage literature to the 
neighbors. One plan is to have the Health 
Department print notices in the various lan- 
guages for distribution in the tenement dis- 
tricts. These notices are to give information 
as to the disposition of refuse, 

In the preliminary address of the Woman’s 
Committee on Municipal Order some inter- 
esting facts are given and wise conclusions 
reached. The address starts dut with the state- 
ment that the city, to which the United 
States bids all the world come in celebration 
of the 400th anniversary of the discovery of 
the New World, should be clean, healthful, and 
beautiful. It follows this axiom with the fol- 
lowing words: 

While large sums of money are necessary to 
cleanse and keep clean a great city, it is submit- 
ted by those best informed on the subject that 
without the active codperation of citizens gen- 
erally, and of hotusekeepers in particular, all at- 
tempts to secure @ clean and orderly city must 
fail of complete success. 

Gen. Emmons Clark, Secretary of the New York 
Health Department, says of bis own city: No 
plans, no amount of appropriation, nor even an 
ideal Street Commission can give New York clean 
streets so long as housebolders and housekeepers 
throw their dust, dirt, and refuse into the streets 
or allow anythi to escape from garbage re- 
ceptacles; nor so long as carts conveying dirt and 
—— are allowed to drop aby part of their cop- 
tents in the streets. This is the primary cause of 
dirty streets in New York.” 

The Committee on Municipal Order finds what 
must be apparent tothe leagt observant citizen, 
that the streets of Chicago are Very dirty, the alieys 


an abomination, the garbage er 
and unsanitary, and the removal and disposal of 


garbage utterly inadequate, while smoke and foul 


odors abound. 7 

The Committee on Municipal Order Was ap- 

inted to secure the active cooperation of house- 
bolders and citizens generally, with the city au- 
thorities, in cleansing and vey ae! clean the city, 
and in abating all nuisances detrimental to the 
healthfulness, cleanliness, and beauty of Chicago. 
It asks the aid of the women of Chic 
sympathy and cooperation of all order-loving citi- 
zens in the work. 

The committee will codperate with the city au- 
thorities to secure the enforcement of and obedi- 
ence to existing ordinances and the enactment of 
new ordinances. it will also seek the aid ot or- 
ganizations similar in purpose to that of the Mu- 
nicipal Order committee. It will also endeavor 
to enlist the active interest and aid of the people 
and the press in the work of cleansing the city, 
and will furnish the press from time to time with 
items, articles, and reports upon the subject. 

It is further proposed to organize in. each 
school or police district of the city one or more 
clubs, the objects of which will be: 

1. To create public sentiment for the enforce- 
ment of and obedience to the city health ordi- 
nances. 

2. To promote among the members a clear 
knowledge of the laws of sanitation and hygiene 
so that they will live in obedience to those 
laws. 

3. To secure clean streets and alleys, freedom 
from street obstructions, proper drainage and 
plumbing, adequate water supply, sanitary garb- 
age receptacies, and like reforms within the lim- 
its of the club district. 

The Committee on Municipal Order will hold 
the relation of a central committee or council to 
these clubs. It will direct the plans and work o 
the clubs, furnish information and speakers fo 
them, and hold semi-annual meetings in each of 
the three divisions of Chicago for clubs within 
these divisions, and promote through these clubs 
the objects of this committee. : 

One-fifth of the street-cleaning in London is 
performed by boys. With a view to utilizing the 
youthful energy of our boy citizens in the good 
cause of a clean, healthful, and beautiful city, 
the Committee on Municipal Order desires 
that boys under 18 years shall be organized into 
‘Young Citizens’ Street Cleaning Brigades.” 
The interest and aid of the girls in the work of 
cleaning the city will be sought through the 
“Kitchen Garden Organizations,” the King's 
Daughters,“ and similar societies. 

The committee is convinced that no work should 
commend itself more heartily to our young citi- 
zens, as well as the old, than this of assisting in 
cleansing and keeping clean the city. Chicago 
may and should become the Paris of America for 
order and beauty. If such an end appeals to us 
strongly as lovers of cleanliness, order, and 
beauty, how much more must it appeal to us as 
humane and philanthropic citizens

IMPORTANT WEST SIDE PURCHASE

It Will Be the Site of an Elecant Store and 
Office Building. 

A $200,000 building improvement has been 
planned for the southwest corner of Blue Isl- 
and avenue and Harrison street. It is to be 
in the form of aseven-story store and office 
building. It Will be constructed of brick, 
will be fully equipped with elevators and elec- 
tric light service, and will be the finest build- 
ing on the West Side south of Madison street. 


It will occupy all of the irregular-shaped lot, 


with a north frontage of 144 feet.on Harrison 
street and a southeast frontage of 125 féet on 
Blue Island avenue. This corner was sold by 
the master in chancery through T. G. Dickin- 
son & Co, to L. C. Huck and A. N. Young. 
The price paid was 5117, 600. 

In connection with this, Messrs. Huck and 
Young purchased No. 21 Blue Island avenue, 
a few doors southwest of the corner. for $7,400, 
making the ertire purchase amount, to $125,- 
000. The corner is 144x125x120x43 feet, and 
contains a trifle over ten thousand square 
feet. The square foot valuation determined 
by the sale is something like $11.75. This is 
the highest price paid for similarly situated 
property. A number of cheap frame build- 
ings are now on the property, but they will be 
removed early in the season. The corner Has 
been brought into prominence of late by the 
improvements begun by the West Chicago 
Street railway company. On three streets 

assing this corner are street-car lines. Blue 

sland avenue and Halsted street are botb to 
be cabled. Applications have already been 
received for space in the proposed building. 


INCORPORATION OF A NEW ROAD. 
— 


A Movement Which Exeites Much Iuterest 
in Rapid Trausit Circles. 

The ordinance in interest of the Metropoli- 
tan railway company for franchises on the 
West Side will be presented to the Council 
within a few days, and will probably be the 
signal for sharp opposition on the part of the 
West Chicago Street railway company. The 

Metropolitan railway company was incorpor- 
ated last week, with a capital stock of $15,000,- 
000, for the purpose of constructing 
a West Side elevated railroad, after 
the plans followed by the Alley 
“I,” company. ‘The ordinance which 
the new company will attempt to secure pro- 
vides fora road from some point on Fifth 
avenue, near Van Buren street, west along the 
alley between Van Buren and Congress 
streets to the city limits. A spur to the south 
will leave the main line at Ugden avenue and 
run parallel with this street to about Twen- 
tieth street, and from that point west to the 
city: limits. A northern branch will leave the 
main line at about Paulina street and run 
north to Milwaukee avenue. From that point 
it will be carried parallel with Milwaukee ave- 
nue to the Jefferson town line. This new 
company proposes to secure, its right of way 
by purchase, as in the case of the South Side 
elevated road. A territory, which is thickly 
populated but not comprised of high priced 
property, is selected. In case the new com- 
pany secures the right of way outlined. it will 
be in a position to compete with the West 
Chicago Street railway company. The fact 
that the incorporators of the Metropolitan 
company, Edson J. Harkness, Herman Benze, 
John Glade, John Worthy, and W. W. Gurley, 
are well known in their connection with the 
Alley L“ road, has created an impression 
that the company has been organized 
for actual work. The promoters of the 
company claim that the plan of purchasing 
their right of way is cheaper in the long run 
than any scheme for securmg rights to the 
streets of the city. There are many people 
who are inclined to believe that the new com- 
pany will have a line in operation long before 
the Lake Street L road is finished or any

The Construction of a New Michigan Hotel 
Involved in Pending Operations, 
Negotiations are well under way for the 
combination of the properties at the south- 
west corner of Michigan avenue and Congress 
street. The corner holding, with a frontage 
of sixty-two feet on Michigan avenue and 120 
feet on Congress street, is owned by Rice & 
Friedman of Milwaukee. They are repre-

Not even in Chicago is 
it every one who can cook a mutton- chop or a 
beefsteak,- yet such a simple manipulation 
would seem to be within the reach of most per- 
sons of moderate intellect who bestowed the 
care and pains upon it. 

With the season of Lent comes the time 
when im most years it is necessary to tickle 
the dainty palates of epicures with a series of 
dinuers, from which for five days in the week 
meat is rigorously excluded, and this task is 
one worthy of the highest culinary genius 
and it increases one’s respect for the capabili- 
ties of human nature to know that it is often 
successfully performed.

Historical Glories of the Pea. 


‘The butterfly blossoms of the pea crowned 
the Roman Lares and mingled in the bouquet 
of the Goddess Flora, This vegetable has 
— its name toa former great and powerful 

Jalpurnian family, the Pisos, whose name is 
derived from pisum,a pea. Of this family 
were consuls, lawmakers, warriors, doges, 

Popes, and when one of the great race 
was bled to death by Nero his cries were stifled 
by bunches of the pea being crammed into 
his mouth. The wild sea-pea is found in sev- 
eral parts of Europe and America. During a 
famine in 1555 this pea «gg in profusion 
on the coast of Suffolk, England, and its 
produce saved many poor families from dying 
of hunger. Their necessities must have been 
great, as the seea of this pea is so bitter that 
even birds neglect it. 

There was a curious old superstition that 
woman should never touch cucumbers when 
growing, as the yellow, bell-like flowers of 
these tender vegetables witner if handled by 
females, and it was further credited that if a 
woman walked three times with her hair dis- 
heveled round cucumber beds infected by 
caterpillars the pests would die. Ancient 
herbalists recommended the pulp of the 
cucumber beaten with milk for inflam- 
mation of the eyes. Tartary is said to 
have been the native home of the cucumber, 
but strange to say no traveler there has 
ever met with it. It was early known in En- 
oo then lost during the Wars of the Roses, 

ut restored in the reign of Henry VIII. The 
cool and juicy cucumber of Egypt stands first 
among the vegetables, the want of which was 
so bitterly lamented by the Israelites in the 
barren wilderness.

e choice of a cucumber as an in- 
strument of outrage is always gail- 
ing to a Spaniard, it being considered 
an Oriental vegetable loved by the Moors, and 
as symbolical of an Oriental origin is used 
typically in a contemptuous sense in Spanish 
proverbs, e. g. Let him who reared the 


cucumber carry it upon his back; that is, 


Let him who rears a spoiled child put up 
with its ill condition.“ And again, I hated 
the cucumber, and it grew upon my back,“ 
said when anythi that a man most dreads 
or dislikes befalls him. 


Good and Bad Features of the Onion. 


Onions, together with garlic, were held in 
such estimation by the Egyptians that they 
swore by these vegetables as divinities. The 
satirist Juvenal ridicules them for their super- 
stition, and calls them a happy — le in 
whose gardens their deities grew. The Egy 
tian onion being a fine vegetable was forbid- 
den to the priests of that country as too great 
a luxury, but some hoki that they did 
not eat it from some _= superstitious 
dislike. There was one bulb beart- 
ily hated, the red squill, because 
it was dedicated to Typhon, their evil deity. 
The English name of onion is derived from 
the Latin uneo (one), because the bulb is soli- 
tary and throws ont no offshoots. The onion 
is no longer fashionable, the young especially 
eschew it, and if eaten, a compulsory retire- 
ment from society is entailed. Indeed, but a 
few weeks ago two children attending a public 
school in Chicag> were sent home by the 
teacher, they having committed the unpar- 
donabie offense of eating onions, 2 

Garlje was highly esteemed among the 
Greeks, The Athenians believed that it coun- 
teracted the effects of bad air. Garlic with 
flour and honey was the fare set before 
Machaon in the royal tent of Nestor (Iliad, 
Book II.), and it was garlic which was given 
by Mercury to Ulysses to protect him from 
the enchantments of Circe (Odyssey, Book X.). 
Garlic was sacred to the Roman penates, but 
the Goddess Cybele admitted no one to her 
rites who had recently eaten garlic. 
Horace ferociously execrates this strong- 
scented herb, and the Arabian Nights, 
that delightful book of our youth, contains a 
tale where a merchant is severely punished by 
his wife for entering her presence with un- 
washed hands after eating a ragout of garlic. 
Pliny tells of an easy mode of doing away 
with the unpleasant smell of garlic by eating 
with it beet-root roasted in the ashes. There 
is a sweet-scented garlic, a native of the South 
of France, but it is not much cul- 
tivated. In the Levant garlic is 
hung over the doors of houses 
to avert sorcery, as horseshoes are used here. 
The Spanish use * to a ridiculous excess, 
and itis hard to find an article of food in the 
Iberian Peninsula that is not contaminated by 
garlic. Our wild garlic, with its pretty, white, 
stariike flower, isan ornament to our woods 
as far as the sense of sight goes at least. 

The leek, the national badge of the Welsh, 
is worn by them in their caps on St. David's 
day (March 1) in commemoration of a victory 
gained by their ancestors on that day over the 
Saxons. According to tradition, the scene of 
the battle was close by a garden of leeks be- 
longing to an old Welsh peasant, who advised 
his countrymen to pull up the leeks and wear 
them as cognizances to distinguish them in 
the méiée, a precaution by no means super- 
fluous in days when uniforms were unknown, 


Potatoes, Past and Present. 


The vegetable originally used as the potato 
was the production of the Convolvulus Batata, 
which geome wild in the Malayan Peninsula. 
These plants were introduced into England 
from South America by Capt. Hawkins Ger- 
arde, who cultivated them in his garden in 
London in 1597, and called them potatoes 
om batata). They are impatient of cold, 

ifficult to preserve, and often get moldy, 
and ure still slightly cultivated in the south of 
France and Spain. These are the potatoes of 


Shakspeare and his contemporaries. They 


were supposed to be restoratives for persons 
of decayed constitutions and of advanced age, 
wherefore Falstaff cries, ** Let the sky rain 
tatoes. („Merry Wives of Windsor, Act 
Scene 5.) 

The present potato, which has derived its 
name from the old batata, was taken to Ire- 
land from Virginia by Sir Walter Raleigh in 
1589, and planted in his lands near 
Youghal, and called Virginia potatoes to 
distinguish them from the batatas or 
Spanish late as 1629 
potatoes a were roasted, 
peeled, sliced, and put into sack with sugar 
and were also candied by confectioners. In 
1742 they were introdu into France, but 
were long held in contempt as only fit for the 
use of poor people. The potato, though a 
useful, is an unromantic vegetable; yet there 
is one reminiscence of interest attached to it. 
In the imperial gardens of Schonbrun, near 
Vienna, where poor young Napoleon, styled 
King of Rome, spent the greater part of his 
short and semi-captive life, there was a plot of

In Lapland the poets 
crown themselves with garlands of the an- 
gelica’s leaves and flowers, and fancy they re- 
ceive inspiration from its odor. : 

In addition to the larger and more im- 
portant vegetables which furnish good and 
Een’ food for man there are many lesser 

rbs that are only used as seasonings and 
accompaniments to his repast. Among these 
is parsley, which to the Greeks is always a 
tragica! herb, though the Corinthians fre- 
quently crowned with parsley the victurs in 
the Isthmian games. It is said that parsley 
rubbed upon a glass goblet will break it. 
Some one ought to try the experiment. In 
Sardinia there grows a wild parsley, which, 
when eaten, causes that involuntary convul- 
give grin termed the sardonic grin, from the 
Sardinian herb. 3 
Sage was anciently considered so rich in 
medicinal qualities that there was a Latin ad- 
age to this effect: Why does any one die 
when gage is always growing?“ Sage is said 
to strengthen the memory and to quicken and 
invigorate the senses. | 

Thyme among the Greeks was the emblem 
of activity because it grew on steeps, and they 
applied it in ointment to the knee and neck to 
invigorate those parts. Partridges, storks, 
pigeons, and other birds eat it to heal any 
wound they may receive, and the tortoise uses 
it as a preservative from the bite of the ser- 


pent. 

Mint is said by mythologists to be the meta- 
morphosed form of a beautiful nymph, Min- 
tha, the daughter of Cocythus, changed into 
this aromatic herb by Proserpine, who was jeal- 
ous of the admiration with which Pluto be- 

An Herb of Superstition. 

The graceful, feathery fennel, which an old 
superstition in Ireland considers an herb of 
such unlucky omen -that it ought never to be 

lanted in a garden, was so esteemed by the 

mans that it was used to crown the victors 

in the arena, and was eaten by the Athletz in 

the belief that it increased their 3 

Eating fennel is said to improve the pallid- 
ness of the face after illness. i 

Marjorum is another mythological trans- 
formation. Amaracus, a page of Cynarus, 
King of Cyprus, was so afflicted at having ac- 
cidentally broken a vase which contained 
precious ointment that he died of grief and 
the pitymmg gods changed him into fragrant 
marjorum. This herb was used by the Greeks 
in ointment applied to the hair and eyebrows, 
and Hymen is always represented as crowned 
with marjorum. 

In addition to those mentioned there are 
capers, the favorite oath of Zeno, the stoic 
philosopher; borage, good for salad or wine; 
chickweed, an excellent substitute for either 
spinach or asparagus; peppermint, mustard, 
sau one, arum, charlock, and scores of 
others, all in daily use. 

When it is considered what vast numbers of 
herbs and roots have been created for the serv. 
ice of man; all that daily supply his meals 
with not only wholesome but even dainty 
fare; all that, though less pleasant to the 
taste, helps him to food in a day of need; all 
that possess medicinal virtues to heal and al- 
leviate his maladies; and all that supply his 
flocks and herds with nourishment, shall it 
not, indeed, be acknowledged that when the 
earth brought forth grass and the herb yield- 
ed seed after its kind God saw it, and it was 
good ? Shall the world not be ready to join 
in the canticle, ** O, all ye green things upon 
the earth, bless ye the Lord; praise him and 
magnify him forever!“ J

OTTUMWA now has a population of very near if not quite 20,000 people within the corpo- 
rate limits and fully 1,500 more just outside who are as much a part of the population as if they 
lived inside, There has at no time been a boom, but a 78 7 substantial growth every year, as 
shown. U. S. Census reports showed a population in 1870 of 5,214, in 1880 of 9,004, in 1890 
of 13,908. The votes cast in Nov., 1881, were 2,165; in Nov., 1890, 3,174: in March, 1891, 
3,231: and in Nov., 1891, 3,706. On a calculation of five inhabitants to each voter, the gener- 
ally accepted basis, this last vote would indicate a population of 18,506, while more than 300 per- 
sons were registered-and entitled to vote who were absent from home or otherwise unable to cast 
their votes.

| OF SIR EDWIN ARNOLD. 


Strange Sights Witnessed in a Journey 
Bete rough Palestine—By the Lake of 
Death—On the Shores of Galilee— From 
Cana to Nazareth—The Alleged Tomb 
of Joshua—Scenes in Jerusalem—Shoot. 
ing the Wild Boar on the Plains of 
Jericho.

MONG all the experi- 
ences of travel none, I 
think, more deeply im- 
presses the mind or 
W lingers longer in its 
a . memories than a jour- 
ney through Palestine. 
First of all the coun- 
try itself is, in its 
character and natural 
aspects, extremely in- 
teresting. Esh Shams 
—as the Syrians them- 
selves call it—“ the 
land of the sun,“ sits 
well for climate, his- 
tory, and influence on 
. the eastern edge of the 
great Midland Sea, the center of so many 
empires, which, seen from Carmel or any spot 
along the coasts thereabout, is almost always 
of a beaveuly blue color, changing at sun- 
set to that deep purple tint which 
‘Homer called the vine dark wave.“ 
Next, while the various regions of travel pre- 
gent here and there points of ethuological or 
religious attraction, here in Palestine, every 
site, every, rock, every hiil, valley, and stream 
is full of associations of the most extraordi- 
nary and absorbing kind, inextricably blended 
‘with the concerns of humanity. Sail down 
‘the shores of Asia Minor from Smyrna, where 
Polytarp was burned by edict of the Em- 
Marcus Aurelius; past the seats of the 
“Seven Churches to the little Isle of Pat- 
‘mos, steep, and rugged, and gloomy, where St. 
‘John found a fit dreaming place for the writ- 
ing of his Apocalypse; to Mersina, which was 
Tarsus, the birthplace of St. Paul, and to 


day I entered the little village of the lepers, 
close by, and sat long with the sad victims 
of that mysterious scriptural malady, 


| asking many questions about it of the suffer- 


ers, to the horror of my dragoman, who did 
not accompany me into the unclean place, 
but, nevertheless; to my own considerable 

rofit and information. I do not think that 
eprosy 18 to any serious degree communicable 
by contact. It is very prevalent in Syria, as 
in many countries of Asia, but more, i+ always 
seemed to me, by personal constitution or 
actual inheritance than by contagion or in- 
fection. 

The hapless lepers reminded us of the Great 
Healer, whose name is stamped everywhere 
upon the land, and, indeed, as you pass south- 
ward from Damascus and come to the sources 
of the Jordan at Banias, in the country of the 
tribe of Dan, it is, at each new day’s journey, 
as though the very pages of the evangelists 
turned one by one before your eyes, 
with comments made by the hand of nature 
and the voice of the desolate country it- 
self, All through one morning’s ride you will 
be rounding tke green breast of Tabor and 
threading the oak groves of that great and 
famous mountain which looks down all the 
whole long vista of the valley of the Jordan 
and can be seen from end to end of the little 
territory of Palestine. For very small. mes- 
quin, petty, parochial the Holy Land is. 
The least of all your big American 
States would swallow it up entirely. 
It is less, suppose, in area than 
Vermont or Rhode Island, and therefore so in- 
tensely Condensed in historical associations 
that they indeed succeed each other too 
rapidly for full realization. Hardly have you 
ridden out of the country of the Judges, and 
finished thinking of Deborah, and Barak, and 
Sisera, before Carmel, rises out of the sea at 
your right hand ahd you are absorbed in re- 
calling Elijah, and Elisha, and the prophets of 
Baal, while to the left, beyond Jordan, lies 
Bashan and the * Country of the Giants,“ sug- 
gesting fresh lines of reminiscence. 

Only half a day’s ride turther—by h@ls that 
seem to stand up, proclaiming the great deeds 
and words of the Son of Mary; by streams 
that trickle down to Jordan or Kishon, mur- 
muring his teachings; by groves of oak and 
oleander and palms, where the winds whisper 
his parables and miracles—you come to 
where the Hill of Safed (the Sepphoris of 


Pontius Pilate) rises above the basin of the 


Lake of Tiberias. 

denly behold 

Eis lake, the Sea of Chinerreth, 

The waves he loved, the waves which kissed 
his feet. 

So many blessed days. What waters in 
ali the world can inspire thoughts and reflec- 
tions more absorbing or profound than that 
sheet of sleeping silver thus beheld between 


Climbing this, you sud- 
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erespiug dark along the grass, and the deep 


green, glossy nebbuk thickets, lit here and 


there with a rosy gleam of oleander blossoms, 
he gave the whole world that simple prayer 
to pray which makes us the family of one 
Father and which binds us all to forgive tres- 
passes as we ask to be forgiven. 

There, with his sacred lips, speaking the 
mild and holy wisdom of heaven, he abolished 
those old, hard laws of Mosaic hatred, re- 
venge, retaliation and substituted for 
them that guiding rule of life golden” as 
the sunlight upon the lake, and just as plain to

see and follgaw—which is the earthly side of 
Wall the law and all the prophets,“ and which, 
with love and. fear of God, fulfills the 
whole duty of existence. There, amid those 
lilies and cyclamens’ he tenderly praised the 
matchless beauty of the flowers and ‘lightly 
smiled at the want of faith which fears lest 
the children of men be not so dear to the uni- 
verse as the grass of the fleld. What fane 
in all the world can be visited, what 
famous site of ancient or modern an- 
nals, what sumptuous cathedral, spa- 
cious palace, stately capitol, or splendid 
or powerful seat of lordship and wealth, where 
mind and heart must become so enthralled and 
meditative as here, where the very camels 
seem to go wistfully, swinging you to the 
Mount of the Sermon, and you draw the nose 
string of jour Jong-necked beast and dis- 


Kishon, with such remarkable places as 
Nain, Shunem, Chesulloth, Megiddo occur- 
ing by the wayside to King Ahab’s country, 
to Jezreel and Gerizim and the country 
of Samaria. There lives in my recollection a 
memorabte ride I took hereabouts from the 
walls of Nablous, at the special request of 


Dean Stanley, my old tutor at Oxford, to visit 
e 


ged tomb of Joshua. We 
got into temporary difficulties with 
the Moslems at the out of the 
way spot for breaking off a twig of 
a tree growing by the tomb, which, they 
averred, was of miraculous character, moving 
itself once a year woe from the structure in 
order to allow its walls to be newly replen- 
ished. A line of telegraph posts runs nowa- 
days between Mount Ebal and Mount Geri- 
zim, under the gates of Nablous, and actually 
skirts the broken and: scattered masonry of 
Jacob’s well, where our Lord talked with 
the woman of Samaria. All the way from 
Nazareth to Jerusalem you follow—you must 
follow—the path tredden by his feet whenever 
he went up to the Holy City, the first sight of 
which from the hill Scopus, when you have 
threaded the Valley of t Robbers and the 
desolate hill country of the Prophet Samuel, 
is more impressive, I think, than that of any 
other city on the earth | 

All — the road the sorrow. stricken and de- 
serted land is so poor and depopulated, but its 
name and fame so rich! There are not twenty 
miles of good road where you can canter your 
Arab horse from Damascus to the Mount of 
Olives, and if it rains too hard to pitch tents 
you must put up every night in the 
squalid, bare huts of the miserable 
peasantry, where the only furniture will 
be a roll of bedding, a few orass and clay ves- 
sels, a Koran in asilk bag, and a bottle of 
antimony with a pointed stick in it to blacken 
the under lids of the women’s eyes. There is 
no exit for the smoke of the fire lighted 
on the floor exeept the low door, and 
the cattle share -the only apartment 
with the family and their guests. One 
side of a street in Chicago would buy 
the fee simple of all Palestine! Yet at Naz- 
areth, at Bethlehem, and on that first view of 
the City of the Cross and the Passion, lying 
under the fair slopes of Olivet, all fatigues, 
all hardships fade from the wanderer’s mind, 
and the bare, hungry, neglected, ill-governed 
land seems proud and rich. powerful, queenly, 
and simply by possessing those sites and fur- 
nishing those scenes. 

In Jerusalem itself you sleep, as it were, on 
tho very lap of religious history and breathe

It 
is a poor, small, whitewashed collection of 
mean, flat-topped houses, with tiny 
domes, and one steep, dirty. ill-kept 
street, yet it is nevertheless a spiritual 
metropolis of the earth, as you must feel 
when you stand inside the Church of the 
Annunciation and read the golden letters on 
the rock in the cave, Hie Verbum Caro 
Factus Est’’—‘*‘ Here the word was made 
flesh.’’

lehem and Hebron, such are surely enough to 
satisfy, to saturate rather, the reasonable so- 
journey. For me, during those never to be 
forgotten days of residence in Palestine, it 
was the city and the country itself, its daily 
life arid the scenes in town and village, its air, 
and trees, and creatures, and landscapes which 
taught me most and most occupied and en- 
thralled me. 

Meantime all this discursive and irrepressi- 
ble retrospect springs from the question 
asked whether I recollected any special inci- 
dent of travel in the Holy Land. I do, in- 
deed, remember a curious night passed there, 
full of solemn and far-reaching thoughts, 
‘mingled with the most incongruous scenes and 
pursuits. It was a night spent of the plain of 
Jericho shooting wild boar in the company of 
the Arabs of Er-Riha—namely: the village 
of the strong odor’’—which place was, by the 


‘way, very justly named. My sister and I had 


ridden over the arid hilis from Jerusalem to 
the Ghor, as that deep depression is called, 
wherein lies the Dead Sea. We took an escort 
of Turkish soldiers, for the district was dan- 
gerous, and especially about that purticu- 
lar . locality on our way where the 
man fell among thieves.’’ From the brow 
of the western range, where they locate 
the “Mount of Temptation,“ you look into 
the deep, hot hollow of the Sea of Lot” 
(Bahr-Lut), and all over the lower portion of 
the Jordan’s course. The impetuous river, 
hasting to die, rushes through the thickets of 
thorn and s into the great, still 
caldron of the brimming lake and 
makes a long line of whitish water 
where it enters the thick and foul basin. 
Then it perishes, like everything else 
there, There is no exit for the lost 
stream, which is sucked up by the hot sun as 
fast as it enters, leaving in the scorched and 
yellow hollow only that evil, sticky, poison- 
ous, but beautifully blue and placid sheet of 
stagnant slime. The Dead Sea borders nour- 
ish nothing of either animal or vegetable life, 
but are fringed with gaunt, dry, white trunks 
and branches of trees, carried down by the 
Jordan, seared and salted by the asphalt of the 
Lake of Death.” :

he noticed sitting in a chair a small sized 
man, who would not weigh more than a 125 
pounds, and who apparently was sick.

Reeves expostulated with the assailant, ho 
at once informed him that if he did not like 
it he could have some of the same medi- 
eine.“ The words were scarcely out of his 
mouth when Reeves, with one bound 
from his chair and dealt the man a blow in the 
face that sent him sprawling over a 
chair and on to the floor; he followed up the 
blow by jumping on the prostrate form of the 
man and raining blows upon his face with al- 
most lightning-like rapidity. The noise brought 
the landlord and one or two others to thescene, 
who, by main strength, pulled Reeves from 
his victim. The latter arose, looked around, 
and staggered out. Then there was such con- 
sternation as had not been known in Edwards- 
ville for a long time. Mr. Reeves was in formed

me if you will.“ Mr. Reeves expressed not 
only his willingness, but also the pleasure it 
would give him to teach Carlin while he re- 
mained in Edwardsville. Every night Carlin 
was on hand, and he was a most apt pupil. 
Reeves, however, did not remain long, but 
soon after he left Carlin married a woman 
who was quite well educated, and be pursued 
his studies under her tuition. It was no easy 
matter for him to break away from the com- 
panions with whom he had so long associated, 
but he had the moral courage to do so, and re- 
moved to Greene County. He was the first 
Sheriff of county, and located its present 
county seat and donated considerable land for 
publie purposes. He was twice elected to the 
State Senate, and in 18838 was elected as the 
sixth Governor of the State. It is said he al- 
ways regarded Reeves as one of his best 
friends, and, as Sheriff, Senator, and Gov- 
ernor, frequently consulted him as to private 
and public affairs. :

“WHAT HAPPENED ONCE UPON A 
TIME IN THE CALIFORNIA TOWN. 


The Early Discovery of Gold by Maj. Read- 
~  §mg—Picturesque Scenes Along Cotton- 
wood Creek—Joaquin Miller's Youthfal 
Achievement—Ferries of Long Ago—The 
stage Robbery on the Old Mountain 
Road — Exit of the Chinese from Redding 
In Their New Abiding Place. 


The name of Shasta is indissolubly con- 
-nected with what the American population of 
California must ever regard as the most ro- 
mantic era in the history o* the State. It was 
in this central gold mining district that a ma- 
jority of the foremost men of the coast, 
pioneers of admirable courage, energy, and 
brains, had their first experience in taking 
out the precious metal. For generations the 
shining dust and nuggets accumulated in the 
‘guiches, river beds, and bottom levels, until 
the enormous surface deposits surpassed in 
richness the famous gold fields of Australia, 
Siberia, and Brazil. In fact no other known 
country possessed the extensive placer mines 
then existing in California, or had pay-dirt so 
deep and so nearto the surface. 
The Shasta mines were discovered in 1845 
by Maj, Pearson B. Reading, who was the 
first white settler in this section. With the as- 
sistance of friendly Diggers he took out more 
or less gold up tc the memorable year of 49, 
when immigration poured in through the old 
Lassen trail on Deer Creek. The Reading

Guarded by its sheeted heights, Redding 
The town was 
built by the railroad and is the distributing 


center of the surrounding counties, Its horti- 
cultural facilities are sufficient for home sup- 


lies, but the future growth of the place must 
epend upon the development of its mining 
resou rces. . 

Along either of the two roads to Shasta 
City, a distance of seven miles, can be seen 
the plants of newly-worked mines perched 
upon decli vities above jagged ravines. The 
ominous eyes of tunnels stare gloomily from 
the red ribs of the hills, and every foot of the 
way Shows indelible traces of the days when 
the romance of gold mining was at its height. 
All up Middle and Salt Creeks are heaps of 
detached stones, irregular excavations, fallen 
chimneys, tottering cabins, abandoned shufts 
and flumes, the broken circles of arastras, and 
the half-conceaied archways of ancient tunnels 
all eloquent of the stupendous labors of the 

old seekers. At the Weiser Place, once their 
avorite rendezvous, the two Shasta palms still 
stand, a venerable pair, with gray hair trailing 
from their slow, waving fans. The old wine 


cellars, burrowed in the bank, are also excell- 
' ently preserved, 


The old road to Shasta, windingup moun- 
tains shaggy with forests, has been the scene 
of many thrilling incidents, not allof which 
transpired in early times. A stage robbery

homestead, now fallen into picturesque de- 
cay, is yet an object of interest to visitors, It 
is built of adobe and uccupies a beautiful rise 
of ground near the junction of Cottonwood 
Creek with the Sacramento River. All the 
lands hereabouts onze belonged to the Read- 
ing grant and were the fertile pasture of 
countless herds of sharp-horned Spanish cat- 
tle owned by Maj. Reading. There yet re- 
main fragments of the walls of the adobe 
corral where the yearlings were stamped with 
the brand of this wealthy cattle king. 
The oldest inhabitant” of Cottonwood 
ae how on one occasion the Reading 
sancho was visited by Joaquin Miller and a 
score of Indian followers. Their host, with 
his usual royal hospitality, offered as a feast to 
the Diggers the finest bullock of his herd, ana 
oung Miller was chosen to lasso the beast. 
e poet was then in the first flush of inan- 
hood, having a superb physique and a Kit 
Carson sort of beauty and grace. He was 
known throughout the new mines by his real 
mame of Heiner Miller, the sobriquet of 
Joaquin having been adopted by him in 
boyish enthusiasm for that dauntiess Califor- 
nia highwayman, Joaquin Murietta. Mounted 
upon a spirited horse, his fair hair flowing in 
lengthened waves under a broad sombrero, 
young Miller gave chase to the bull, and with 
«one dexterous throw of the rope the frightened 
creature was bellowing in its tightening coil. 
The custom of feasting these northern tribes 
mt the Reading homestead was kept up as late 
ds 1859, the Indians always being allowed the 
pick of the cattle. Indeed, if the gratefu 
memory of more than one Shasta pioneer is 
to be trusted, no man was ever more generous 
‘and sympathetic to both the natives and im-

took place here three years ago which for 
cool daring cannot be surpassed in fiction. 
Shortly after sunset the down-coming stage 
was broughtto a sudden stop by a masked 
man, who presented a cocked pistol to the 
driver while ordering him to get down and 
stand by his horses’ ‘heads. This pretiminary 
being promptiy carried out the high- 
wayman handed the driver a sack 
to pull over his head; then turning 
his attention to the five startled passen- 
gers he politely requested them to alight and 
stand in a line beside the vehicle. ‘The men 
obeyed without a murmur, and each in turn 
was provided with a sack.

Unlike Redding, Shasta City is a friend to 
Chinamen and readily gives them employ- 
ment. The origin of this difference is one of 
the most graphic and amusing episodes of 
Shasta’s history. Some time in the early ’50’s, 
when thousands of men were taking out gold 
in and about Horsetown, the miners were 
forced to leave their claims in the summer 
months because of the scarcity of water in the 
ditches. During their absence a thriftless 
class in Shasta City hired Chinamen to work 
the claims, paying them small wages and put- 
ting the surplus into their own pockets. When 
the miners returned in the fall and learned of 
the ovtrage they arose in a body, and, collect- 
ing all the Chinese, tied them in couples, mak- 
ing use of their cues for the purpose, and, at- 
taching to these their white overseers, drove 
them 
cattle. 

The plain facts of the circumstance just

narrated are set down in terse doggerg¢l by 
Joaquin Miller: 

The Shasta folks riz up one day 

And vowed they’d clear the county 

Of all the dirty Chinamen 

A-feeding off their bounty.

Aud gallantly be marshaled the 

Exterminating party. 

In after years many of these anti-Chinese 
men settled in the new Town of Redding. 
They and their sons constituting the majority 
of the population, the prejudice against Joho 
Chinaman 1s perpetuated in the laws regulat- 
ing this city. He may take asly advantage 
and peddle his vegetables or collect soiled 
linen in the outskirts of the town, but woe be- 
tide him if he is caught! Nothing can be 
more peremptory than a Redding authority 
summarily hustling a Chinaman on board a 
San Francisco train. 3 

Not a vestige is discoverable of the old 
Shasta jail that once stood on a high embank- 
ment vow straggled over by clumps of chemi- 
sal. Its upper story served for a court-room, 
and it was here the auth rof Songs of the 
Sierras was tried and convicted of horse- 
stealing. He tells the story very prettily in 
his Paquita, but Shasta miners laugh at 
the poetic rendering of the tale.

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GROWING THE ORCHID 


HOW IT IS ACCOMPLISHED BY NAT- 
URE AND THE FLORIST. 


The Characteristics That Have Enabled 
the Production of the Beautifal Varie- 
ties of Cultivated Piants—The Native“ 
Specimens—Their Favorite Haunts in 
the Vicinity of Chieago—Some of the 
More Simple Species and Their Feat- 
ures—Months When They Bloom. 

Among the almost innumerable varieties of 
flowering plants few are marked by such pecul- 
iarities of floral structure or such beauties of 
coloring as the great family of orchids. 
Throughout the whole group there is a most 
marvelous diversity of form, size, and color- 
ing not paralleled in any other single order. 
The purpose of this specialization, as it is 
called, of the structure of the flowers is to make 
them attractive to various species of insects, 
who, by visiting them, : 
become instrumental 
in the cross-fertiliza- 
tion of the plants, In 
the majority of our 
most familiar flowers 
there area variety of 
means by which the 
pollen, or fertilizing 
dust of the flowers, muy 
be transferred from 
the anther of the stam- 
en which bears it to the 
stigma, where it ger- 
minates and causes the 
seed to develop and 
ripen. The pollen on 
the stigma may come 
from the same flower or from another 
flower on the same or another plant. In many 
cases both self and cross fertilization may be 
effected, and the latter by various agencies, 
the wind, insects, etc.; but in the or- 
chids, with extremely rare exceptions, 
cross-fertilization is the rule, and 
insects are made the agents for accomplishing 
it. The advantage derived from cross-fertili- 
zation is this: The plant springing from cross- 
fertilized seed will partake of the peculiarities 
of both the flower producing the ovules, or un- 
fertilized seed, and the one producing the fer- 
tilizing pollen, and it will perpetuate 
the best qualities of both parent flowers. 
Thus there will be the gfeatest possible op. 
portunit e perpetuation of every varia- 
tion be. to the race—the. surest ** sur- 
vival of ti. test, and consequent ultimate 
improvement of the species. It is this princi- 
ple florists make use of in producing the won- 
derfully beautiful strains of cultivated plants, 
und it is this that nature makés use of on a 
grand scale in the family of orchids, 

The parts of the orchid flower are arranged 
upon the plan of three. The stem at the base 
of the flower forms athree-lobed hollow vessel, 
the ovary. (Fig I., o.), which contains the in- 
numerable minute ovules. The ovary, 
n nearly all the family, is twisted one-half 
a revolution, so that the parts of the flower 
which are really uppermost point downward, 
and vice versa. On the summit of the ovary 
is mounted the column (Fig. 
peculiarly complex organ which is the dis- 
tinctive characteristic of the orchid group. 
It is the united stamens and style, so close- 
ly coalesced that they appear one organ. 
The tip of the style is bent more 
or less downward and is a broad 
exceedingly sticky surface—the stigma (Fig. 
I., st.). In the class of plants to which the 
orchids belong, the Monocotyledons, of which 
the lily is a type, there are usually two whorls 
of stamens, three opposite the petals and 
three opposite the sepals. In the orch.ds, 
however, the stamen opposite the lower 
petal, the “lip.” and the two opposite 
the two lower sepals have been lost by spe- 
cialization, In the typical orchid the two op- 
posite the two upper petals are sterile and 
represented only by lateral wings of the col- 
umn; the one opposite the upper sepal bears a 
perfect anther (pollen-sac). 

The reverse is the case in the other suborder 
of orchids, the lady’s slippers: the upper 
stamen is a large, sterile, petal-like body; 
the two lateral ones bear anthers. 
Around the base of, the column are the petals 
and sepais. The two upper petals (Fig. I., p.) 
are similar, the lower one (2) is the marvel of 
the flower. It is always remarkably special- 
ized and noticeable either for vividness of col-

oring or strangeness of form. The three 
sepals (s) alternate with the petals and are 
usually similar to each other—in the lady's 
slippers the two lower (Fig. II., s 2) are 
united into one underneath the great lip.“ 

The orchids form one of the most conspic- 
uous and fascinating features of tropical vege- 
tation. Hundreds of species inhabit the trop- 
icat regions of the world. They are found in 
all sorts of situations, clinging to trees, and 
rocks, buried in the luxuriance of the forest, 
beautifying open thickets and prairies, thriv- 
ing in dismal marshes. Aerial species are 
confined to and predominate in the 
tropics. They cling to trees and rocks 
by great masses of tangled aerial roots, im- 
bibing moisture from the air through these 
and through their leaves. Terrestrial species 
are fewer, but such are all the orchids of the 
temperate zones, where the others will not 
survive in the dry and changeable atmosphere. 
Some fifty species exist in the Northern 
United States, and of these nearly half are to 
be found within forty miles of Chicago. 
Many of them are familiar to those who are 
ever ready to seek out the beautiful in the na- 
tive fields and woods. i 

Toward the latter part of May the orchids 
begin to blossom. One of the earliest is a 
representative of the lady’s slippers, or cypri- 

dia. Some twenty-five miles away from 
here, down in the northwest corner of In- 
diana, it luxuriates in a secluded nook on the 
banks of the Calumet River. Clambering 
through a thicket on the borders of a 
swampy sink-avle, a little colony of the 
plants is seen. Each sends up two broad, 
ribbed, dark-green leaves, and from between 
their sheathing bases a gracefully curving, yet 
strong, flower stalk, bearing a single nodding 
flower, The lip is a great sac-like organ two 
inches long, a perfect slipper in shape, hence 
the name of the genus: Cypripedium, 
“ Venus’ buskin.“ own the upper sur- 
face of the lip runs a deep, closed 
cleft. If a finger is thrust into it 
immediately a bee crawls inside; but once in, 
it closes behind him, and he must seek an- 
other passage out. The lip is a beautiful shade 
of deep rose-purple, marked with strong dark 
brown veins. On either side of it droop the 
narrow, wWwavy-twisted tals, greenish 
tinged with brown. Above .and below 
curve the broad sepals, while in the center of 
the flower stands the peculiar column (Fig. II. 
c.) crowned by its broad, sterile, petal-like 
stamen which is bent downward and thrust, 
like a lid, into the mouth of the slipper. The 
plant stands eight or ten inches high and every 
part is covered with a soft down that makes 
it most attractive. This is the stemless 
lady’s slipper cypripedium acaule (Fig. II.) 
and a clump of it in bloom is a rarely beauti- 
ful sight. 

About the same season comes another 
dainty lady’s slipper, the little white one, 
cypripedium candidum. Down in this same 
region in Indiana, a paradise for orchids, is 
one of its favorite haunts, the margin of one 
of the long sand ridges bordering one of 
the many long, broad sloughs which 
traverse that bit of country. For 
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cypri um acaule pure 
white, bearded at the base and delicately 
tes 
gracefully droop are t green- 
ish brown; the sepals similar but broader. 
The sterile’ petal-like stamen is tinted with 
yellow and epee’: This is the smallest of 
the common y’s-slippers, but none the less 
worthy attention. 

A little latter blossoms another, the large 
yellow one (Fig. III.). eypripedium pubescens, 
a glorious fellow to him who leves the warm 
color of the sunflower and goldeurod. It, too, 
like its small white brother, thrives on 
Indiana sand ridges, but it is more 
cosmopolitan in choosing its. situation. 
Tall and erect stand the lants, 
with their broad rich n leaves, 
and crowned with one, or often two, large 
flowers. The lip is an inch and a half long, 
the purest light yellow, veined withia by lines 
of reddish spots. The long, tapering, wavy 
petals and the broad wavy sepals are veiny 
and brownish yellow, and the atrow-shaped 
sterile stamen is delicately : 

At the same time blossoms a near relative of 
cypripedium pubescens the small yellow lady’s 
slipper cypripedium parviflower. So closely 
does it resemble the large species that, save 
for size, only careful examination reveals any 
differences. It is ararer plant and less so- 
cialin its habits, specimens usually being 
found scattered here and there in twos or 
threes in the densest thickets. 

In the middle of June comes the queen of 
the native cypripedia, the showy lady’s slip- 
per (cypripedium spectabile). Few wild flow- 
ers can excel this plant in beauty and deli- 
cacy of coloring. The flower plant are 
somewhat larger than ge ubescens. 
The leaves are thickish and deeply ribbed, 
light green, and the whole plant is covered 
with heavy, whitish down. The petals and 
sepals ate broad and flat and pure white. 
T lip is much inflated, pure white, 
pink-purple in front, aad _ beautifull 
striped and spotted within. The spotte 
petaloid stamen (Fig. IV., o.) is tinged with 
yellow. This, the most beautiful, is at the 
same time the most abundant of cypripedia 
in this vicinity. There is one out of the way

stretch of country down in this same corner 
of Indiana, a couple of square miles or more 
in extent, which isa veritable garden of 
cypripedium spectabile. The supply seems 
inexhaustible, and almost every other thicket 
conceals a clump of sometimes three or four, 
sometimes a dozen. 

Turning from the cypripedia, a few repre- 
sentatives of the other suborder of orchids, 
the — orchids or suborder orchidem are 
worthy of notice. One of the earliest to blos- 
som is a most excellent type of the group, the 
showy orchis, orchis spectabilis (Figs. I. 
and V.). This pretty little plant grows in 
deep, rich woods, scarcely lifting itself above 
the thick layer of the autumn leaves, 
through which it shoots up a pair 
of broad, srhogth, shining, dark-green 
leaves. The clusters of thick, fleshy, fibrous 
roots are buried in the rich surface mold. 
About the middle of May the flowers unfold. 
They are borne on a succulent stalk springing 
from between the two large leaves. Eac 
flower is in the axil of a leafy bract. The 
sepals and petals all arch up together over the 
peculiar column, and the wavy lip is bent 
somewhat downward. At itg base it is pro- 
duced into a long, hollow, nectar-bearing 
spur. (Fig. I., n.) The upper part of 
the column is considerably expanded and 
bears the two cells (Fig. I., a, a) of the an- 
ther, each containing a remarkable little 
stalked pollen-mass, held together by sticky, 
cobwebby threads. The stalk of each pollen- 
mass (Fig. VI.) terminates in a little, round, 
very sticky gland (Fig. VI., g.), one (Fig. I., 
g.) of these being situated on either side the 
opening (Fig. I., X) of the nectary. The flow- 
ers are a delicate pink-purple, the lip almost 
white, and the plants present an attractive ap- 
pearance nestied down in little clumps among 
the autumn leaves and the anemones and 
trilliums which share their home, 

Closely allied to the orchis is the genus 
habenaria, representéd hereabout by five or 
more species. The general structure of the 
flower, its pollen-inasses, ete., is the same. 
One of the most beautiful species, and in- 
deed a rival of eypripedium spectabile in 
showiness, is habenaria ciliaris, the yellow- 
fringed orchis. It is the glory of the July 
sunshine and is a gorgeous sight in full 
bloom, scattered over the damp, sandy 
meadows in which it luxuriates. The 
tall, slender, leafy stem bears a 
large spike of rather small but numer- 
ous flowers of the most brilhant and 
purest yellow. Each flower is itself a marvel 
of daintiness, with its long, slender fiectary, 
and the lip bordered with long, delicate, 
thread-like fringe. Another most attractive 
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species is the fragrant fringed orchis, 
habenaria cencophea, almost white, some- 
times greenish, but possessing a strong 
und pleasant fragrance, a rare  oc- 
currence among orchids, color generally 
compensating for lack of fragrance. 
This, too, beautifies our July meadows. 
A purple-flowered species, habenaria psy- 
codes, is a handsome plant and interesting as 
possessing a color comparatively rare among 
orchids, and in fact uncommon among plants 
generally. Several species are remarkable 
for having perfectly green flowers. What in- 
sects these cdloriess and odorless flowers at- 
tract is an interesting problem. 

Another green-flowered species is the little 
twayblade, liparis loeselii, the smallest of. all 
our orchids, with little flowers hardly one- 
fourth inch long on aslender spike, with two 
glossy leaves springing from a little green 
bulb which is buried the wet moss. A 
larger cousin is twayblade liliifolia, growmg 
in moist woodlands,and a rare treasure in 
this part of the country. Its spreading loose 
spike of purplish-brown flowers remind 
one of a little swarm of flies, the. — and 
sepals being thread-like and the lip broad and 
inem braneous. 

All through the month gf June blooms the 
calopogon pulchellus, ex ingly com- 
mon and hardy plant, and quite attractive. 
Rich, damp meadows and laces are its 
favorite habitat, and in such situations the 

lants often grow in inyriads. The stem is a 
oot or more be 
leaf and a spike of seve k- 
purple flowers. The flower is remarkable for 
not having the ovary twisted, the thus 
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region of Northern Indiana grows a little 
orchid very precious to the lover of botany, | 
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the anethusa bulbosa, a plant so rare it has not 
even earned an English name. There is a 
broad peat bog away from all human habita- 
tion — in on ali sides by tall, wooded 
sandhills. Here, hidden away among the 
tangle of wild cranberry bushes, the anethusa 
lives, a few plants scattered here and there, 
their dainty, greenish bulbs buried deep in 
the thick carpet of sphagnum moss— 
a true swamp-loving orchid. From the 
bulb rises a slender stalk, seven or 
eight inches high, bearing a few  nar- 
row leaves and crowned by a sin- 
gle flower, one to two inches long. Thesepals 
aud petals are bright rose-purple and arch up 
over the winged column which bears at its 
apex a little two-celled anther, containing four, 
little granular pollen-masses. It opens like a 
lid to the column. The broad, wavy-margined 
and fringed lip is bright rose, stri and 
spotted within and white without, and down 
its upper surface run three beautiful bearded 
crests. The general appearance of the flower 
suggests an open-mouthed dragon head. It is 
one of the most delicate and rarest floral trib- 
utes of the latter part of May. 

Volumes might be written on the contri~- 
ances in orchid flowers for insect cross-fertil- 
ization, but three representative cases we will 
outline. First, in orchis spectabilis (Fig. 1) 
the bee or butterfly lights upon the lip (d.) and 
thrusts its proboscis into the nectary (n.) at 
(X.). In so dong its head touches the two 
sticky glands of the pollen-masses (g. J. and 
when it withdraws one or both the 
pollen-masses are drawn out, clinging 
fast to its head. Flying to another 
flower it carries the pollinia. with it, and 
these, drooping downward, are thrust against 
the stigma (st.) Some of the pollen adheres 
to the viscid stigma and perf rms its func- 
tion of fertilizing the ovules in the ovary (o.) 
In the urethusa, the bee pushes into the flower 
between the column and the lip, and in with- 
drawing pushes open the lid-like little anther 
which terminates the. column. Thus 
its back is dusted with the gran- 
ular pollen, and on entering another 
flower some of this pollen is brushed off onto 
the stigma on the under surface of the column. 
In cypripedium is a wonderful adaptaton. 
It is a remarkable fact that the direction and 
position of the color-markings both inside and 
outside a flower always indicate the easiest 
mode of entrance and egress of the flower for 
the insects which visit it and also the mode 
which will insure cross-fertilization. The 
insect, moreover, invariably follows this 
guidance. Fig. VIL. is the lip 
and column of cypripedium pubescens cut 
lengthwise to show outer and inner structure. 
The bee or similar insect, guided by the color 
markings, enters at x., over the petaloid sta- 
men (st.). It crawls in the direction of the 
arrow toward the nectar-bearing hairs at the 
base of the lip; first brushes any pollen it may 
have gotten on its back in another flowen off 
on the stigma (b.), then crawls 
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out at Z. between the base of the 
column and the base of the lip. 
Here a fresh supply of sticky pollen is 
smeared upon the insect’s back by the anther 
(a), which is placed at just the proper point. 
Thus, in all these instances, the insect may go 
all day iong from flower to flower, and each 
will be fertilized with the pollen of the flowers 
visited before.

We found 
that, placed at a conservative figure, there are 
more than $3,000,000 worth of goods given 
away, and consequently destroyed, in samples 
every year, iu the United States. 

* When you come to figuré this out it means 
an average of five ceuts apiece for every man, 
woman, and child—including all the babiea— 
in the United States. . 

“This $3,000,000 or more eventually, of 
course, comes out of the pockets. of the pur- 
chasers, or, more properly speak.ag, the Con- 
sumers of dry goods. The sample feature of 
the dry-goods business is at ence one of the 
on nuisances and blessings that we have.

seen; the blessing of it is in the fact that it 
saves us—or, I should say, the dearly beloved 
people— many a thousand dollars which other- 
wise would go for the expense of sending out 
more traveling salesmen. of .

Enterprising Toven. 

William M. Bunker, éditor of the San Fran- 
cisco Daily Report; ‘Chicago. is the focal 
point of the East. If two men meet in a 
street or car m any Eastern city, town, vil- 
lage, or road, the chances are that Chicago 
will form one topic of their talk before they 
part. Thus the power of Chicago, growing 
out of the widest publicity. is steadily increas- 
ing. The comments on the City of the Lake 
are not always favorable, buat the mere fact 
that the city is a fruitful source of comment 
and among ail classes is a positive benefit to 
Chicago and enhances its glory. There is an 
idea afloat that the growth of G@hicago is due 
to the brazen cheek of pushing West- 
ern men who are simply shrewd in business 
affairs, and who know little and care less 
about the niceties of civilization.

The grand business of Chicago was gener- 
ated in brains, and the men who built the city 
built no better than they knew.

In nearly 
every case you will notice that the line is 
called Chicago and something. The people of 
Chicago refuse franchises or support to any 
new road that refuses to use the word Chicago 
in its name; and therefore when you take up 


„a railroad folder anywhere near the great city, 


you get the idea that all roads lead to Chica- 
go. The railroad prestige of the city is of in- 
ternational fame, and this subjebt and its 
close connection with the colossal business of 
the city affords an interesting and instructive 
study for an appreciative and admiring San 
Franciscan. While everybody concedes that 
Chicago owes much of its glorious prosperity 
to the railroads, of which it is the main ter- 
minal point, few people are thoroughly fam- 
iliar with the intimate reciprocal relations ex- 
isting between the railroads and Chicago. 
The railroads leading into Chicago are strong 
competitors, and the fierce, though legitimate, 
fight for patronage keeps the fighters on their 
mettle. Show me arailroad agent of Chica- 
go and I will show you a man whose mind has 
been polished by commercial attrition; a 
quick, clever man on intimate terms with 
emergencies and always ready for a business 
fight. But the moment you attempt to injure 
Chicago—the moment you threaten its su- 
premacy—the internal strife ceases, the rail- 
road officials and agents rally to a man in de- 
fense of the city. and you find yourself facing 
a united and determined opposition.

tired male adult, William Shakespeare, speak- 
ipg for Sir Francis Bacon, says: 
For the apparel oft proclaims the man. 

Had he been speaking of the modern ha- 
bilaments of men he would no daubt have de- 
clared that the hat always proclaims the man, 
and in tones that canhdt be rhidinterpreted. 
The headgear is the first’ and often the only 
portion of a man's dress that impresses an ob- 
server. A man's hat is to him what a head- 
line is to an article in the newspaper. If it is 
unpleasantly shocking, we care to know noth- 
ing further of that with which it is connected; 
if it looks inviting we are willing to cultivate 
a more intimate knowledge of its surround- 
ings.

Nature in one of her most intelligent moods 
designed the hat as the index or a sort ofa

The hat and the manner of wearing it is the 
perfectly natural and inevitablé product of 
the brain beneath it, and shows the moral and 
intellectual soil and seed it springs from as cor- 
rectly asdo the fruits and flowers of the garden 
or the weeds of the fence corner.

Lillian Russell, a singer who for several sea- 
sons has deservedly held high position in the 
esteem of all admirersof comic opera, appears 
in Chicago tomorrow night at the Columbia 
for the first time as prima donna of her own 
company. Musical interest will be lent the 
occasion by the first production here of La 
Cigale,“ an opera-comique by Audran, that is 
credited with success in Faris and in London, 
and which, in its American dress, has served 
as a medium whereby Miss Russell has fuund 
high favor with the public of New York and 

ston. The opera is in three acts, 
the libretto dealing with the fortunes of Mar- 
ton, a young peasant girl of the low countries 
in the vicinity of Burges. She has been nick- 
named The Grasshopper (La Cigale), 
and has a cousin, Charlotte, who is ‘known as 
the ant. The schoolmaster’s eon Vincent is 
encouraged by the ant’s Dutch uncle to pro- 
pose to La Cigale, and, though refused, Vin- 
cent determines to follow Marton as her pro- 
tector wherever she goes, At a picnic Marton 
is thrown into the company of members of the 
opera company at Burges, and she accepts 
their offer to become a member of the organi- 
zation. In the second act La Cigaie has 
become a prima donna, and Vincent is her 
promoter; but despite his precautions she be- 
comes involved in a series of difficulties, 
through which Vincent continues to act as 
her protector. The third act takes place in 
the ball- room of the ducal palace, and gives 
La Cigale a chance for a strong dramatic 
scene in which, overcome by ex- 
ertion, she fain and in a trance 
sees a vision of her old home in the winter, 
thus realizing La Fontaine's fable 
and the celebrated picture of La Cigale, 
who, having sung all the summer, craves as- 
sistance from the industrious ant when the 
winter comes. On recovering Marton takes 
the earliest opportunity to obtain an explana- 
tion of the difficulties which have confused her 
love-making, and gives her hand to the Chev- 
alier Franz de Bernheim, who proves to be 
her faithful lover. The cast, which will be 
identical with that of New York and Boston, 
save for the substitution of Grace Golden for 
Attalie Claire in the role of Charlotte (the 
aut), is here given:

“that of the first Union soldier ushered into 


Libby Prison. It is 
that of Philander A. 
Streeter of Company 
C, Second Vermont 
Voluateer Infantry. He 
is now a hale old resi- 
dent of Holyoke, Mass., 
‘where he is engaged in 
the paper making busi- 
ness. He was captured 
at the tirst battle of 
Bull Run, July 21, 1861, 
and enteted Libby Pris- 
on July 28. He was ex- 
he Jan. 3, 1862. 

r. Streeter has a 
niece in this city, Mrs. 
Fred H. Patee, and he 
a few days ago sent her 
his portrait and a de- 
scription of Libby Pris. 
ob as ue rden bered 

it. As she was in the same city in which the 
old prison is now located, he considered that 
she would feel especial interest in the event. 
In his letter the old man says: 

First, as you stand in front and look at the 
building, the door that,I went in at is clear to the 
left of the building, and 1 went up to the third 
floor. ltook my place at the center window in 
the east end of the building (or in the end at your 
left as you face it). I am sending one of cab- 
inet photographs with this, so they can Have a 
picture of the first Union soldier that entered the 
building. Of course, I was not alone, but I was 
at the head of the line when we were marched 
from the cars to the prison, so in that way I was 
the first to enter it. You can bet 1 was glad to 
put a brick wall between me and the mob that 
was gathered there in the street. I tell you the 
bricks and stones flew about as fast as the bullets 
at Bull Run, for we were the first lot of Tanks 
the folks had seen. There were twenty sailors 
but no soldiers in the building. 

When I stepped in there was a big, lantern- 
jawed cuss, with a long blue frock and musket in 

is hands, and be said: 

” You go up-stairs right smart or I'll shoot 

rou.” 

g I says: Well, I be darned,” but I got up the 
stairs all the sume, and met the same salute on 
the second fluor. We went up to the third and 
last floor, and then Isat down by the window in 
the only chair there was in the room, and that 
was the floor.

An old-timer of the stage is quite certain that 
few theater-goers have any intelligent concep- 
tion of the mechanism of some of the animals 

t are in the cast of the modern spectacular 

A long time ago when the “ heifer” was 

part and parcel of ‘Evangeline it caused an in- 
finite amount of merriment, but few ever stopped 
to think how 1t was done. Although its construc-

tion was simple enough the effect was wonder- 


fully amusing. The elephant in De Wolf Hop- 
Wang is a much more complicated crea- 

tidn, and, while it amuses the playgoer, the mech- 
anism is one of study, and the men who do the 
“elephant” act are not enjoying themselves as 
uch as the people who ar in front. 
ith these two men playing clephant is 
hard work. especially as the elephant 
is constructed on scientific principles. and in 
order to make it work properly consultations were 
had with the Scientific American and bridge en- 
gineers.- By the law of mechanics the weight of 
the elephant is squarely distributed to the four

points of union. The two men who “make the 
elephant,” fore lege and hind legs, have some- 
thing else to do besides stamp about on the stage 
They are joined together by a yoke which fastens 
‘around the neck, shoulders, and arms of each 
man, and this yoke serves as a communication be- 
tween the two men. When the front legs want to 
make a movement this yoke prompts the hind 
legs as to their action. If the front legs want to 
advance, that movement naturally draws the 
hind legs. By the mechanical construction of the 
„beast the rider is enabled to shift his position 
on the back of the elephant at will If this 
law were violated or not N 
the elephant’s equilibrium would be t. 
The legs of the elephant are made of guttaper- 
cha and are worn precisely as trousers and are 
held in position by heavy suspenders. The soles 
of the feet are made ot heavy India rubber. The 
head rests upon a socket, which gives it an ele- 
phantine undulation. And in this head is a clock- 
work system of pulleys and wheels used by the 
man who plays the forelegs, and by this system 
he manipulates the trunk, tusks, eyes, and ears, 
When the tender wants to curl the elephant’s 
trunk inward he inclines his head forward, grasps 
a tag at the end of a thoag which is fastened to 
the trunk, and by a movement of his bead sets in 
motion a large wheel which turns so as to draw

the thong tight, giving the desired effect; on the 


same principle the trunk curls upward, and the 


eyes, tusks, and ears likewise. The man in front 
has no time to enjoy the fun. He is kept busy 
watching his tags and pulleys and wheels. 


Fullerton Avenue's Request of Mr. Yerkes. 

A resident of Fullerton avenue: Can you sug- 
gest any way by which the management of what 
is known as the Yerkes system can be induced to 
light the street-cars between the hours of 6 and 8 
in the morning. That time is the only time very 
many laboring men have to read the morning pa- 
pers. It is true that there is a small light in 
either end of each car, but the economic spirit 
drilled into the man at the barn governs these 
diminutive lights and they are not sufficient to 
aid one in reading. When going through the tun- 
nel we havea similar condition of things, for 
while the grip-car is lighted by incandescent 
lamps the trailers are habitually cast in darkness 
as profound as your business sagacity, and for no 
other reason. 1 believe, but that the men collect- 
ing the nickels for you neglect to make connec- 
tions with the first car. I well know the fair 
spirit which actuates the system in all its dealings 
with the public and therefore am confident that I 
will not appeal in vain, especially as Mr. Yerkes, 
no doubt, is entirely ignorant of these small 
shortcomings in his otherwise beautiful and per- 
fect system of rapid transit, not being obliged to 
use the same like us common mort 


Recollections of the African Slave Trade. 

An Alabama man at the Grand Pacific: I read 
of the death of Capt. Timothy Meaher in Mobile. 
He was the man who brought into this country 
the last cargo of slaves from Africa. There were 
160 of them. They were brought more in defiance 
of the Garrison idea than for any anticipated 
profit. Meaher spirited his cargo away among 
the canebreaks, but he was arrested for vioiating 
the law in bringing -them over. He succeeded, 
however, in getting clear. Of the carzo of 
negroes thirty fell to -his share and he settled 
them in a little village near Mobile. Soon after 
they were freed. Their descendants have multi- 
plied and continue to live in the same section as 
their ancestors.’

Théy retain their native language and customs 
and are ruled by a queen of their own choosing.

It is 
‘**Antiquary’s Shop,“ and shows a small interior 
crowded with bric-à-brac, with two figures, the 
dealer and an amateur examining a picture. The 
figures are said to be portraits of the artist him- 
self and a New York art critic. 

“Music Hath Charms is the title given to a 
delicately-painted picture, which has for its sub- 
ject a young girl seated in a chair holding her 
hands over her ears and trying to escape the 
sound from a large bass horn on which acuré is 
blowing a blast, an effort which has made his fat 
face a bright red. Thecombination of the brassy 
yellow of the horn, the light blue of the dress, the 
saffron red chair, and the flesh tones makes a 
charming combination of colors. The Arab 
Chief,” by Schryer, is especially fine in color and 
quality of painting. It shows the Chief in red on 
a white horse, with green trappings, coming down 
to the banks of a stream in the twilight, followed 
at some distance by an attendant. 

A picture which has attracted considerable at- 
tention isa large, highly realistic still-life, by 
Chalfant, a collection of hunters’ effects hung 
on a pair of antlers over a door, together with 
some trophies of the hunt in the shape of several 
fat ducks. | 

A bright, sparkling picture is Rico's Santa 
Maria della Misericordia in Venice. The play 
of the sunlight on the ornate architecture and 
the water are Kico’s favorite themes, and this 
picture is a representative one. There are also in 
the collection Presmpted.“ a family of cats 
painted as only Lambert can paint them, in a 
large arm-chair. A Dutch interior, Benedicter, 
and A Chat.“ by Gaubie, a clever genre subject 
showing a woman and alittle boy on horseback 
who have stopped to talk with another woman in 
a shady lane,

Twelve masterpieces of modern French art 
are to be sold in Paris at the Sedlemeyer Gallery 
March 25. They are from the celebrated collec- 
tion of John Saulnier of Bordeaux. Four of the 
works are by Corot, of which the Souvenir of 
Larricia is perhaps the choicest. Two are 
Courbet’s, and there is one each from Millet, 
Delacroix, Rousseau, Tassaert, Daubigny, and 
Joukind. 

The two pictures which more than any others 
have contributed to the celebrity of this collec- 
tion are La Baigneuse.“ by Millet, and Jesus 
Sleeping During the Tempest,” by Delacroix. 
The latter shows a light barque assailed by furi- 
ous waves with which the struggles of the oars- 
men are ineffectual. While despair and terror 
reign among the apostles Christ is calmly sleep- 
ing in the bow of the boat. It is dramatic in con- 
ception, vigorous in action, and fine in color. 

La Baigneuse.“ sometimes called Ihe Goose 
Girl.“ presents the young girl nude with the ex 
ception of a kerchief on her head at the foot of 
two willows on the border of a small stream. She 
has dipped her feet in the water and seems hesi 
tating before entering. 

In the middle distance is seen her tiock of geese, 
and on the right behind the foliage are the heads 
of two cows. The composition, the delicate form 
of the girl, and the charming simplicity of treat- 
ment make the picture one of the masterpieces of 
the great peasant painter.

Two or three years ago a band of the ex- 
tremest extremes in literature and art at Paris 
associated themselves as Rosicrucians, or mys- 
tics of the present, under the title of La Rose 
Croix du Temple.
